That after lull notice, a meeting was had 
by your Committee with the representatives 
of the Railroad Companies and all parties in¬ 
terested in the proposed changes, who desired 
to be heard, at which meeting a number of 
suggestions were made and discussed on both 
sides, and your Committee would recommend 
a modification of the Ordinance in the follow¬ 
ing particulars, which they have embodied in 
a modified Ordinance, which is herewith sub¬ 
mitted for your approval. 

The several modifications embodied in the 
amended Ordinance herewith reported may 
be summarized as follows: 

FIRST—-A ROAD FROM WELSH WAY. 

As originally drafted, the ordinance and 
plan made no provision for the traffic from 
Welsh way that now reaches Twelfth street at 
grade. This objection is met in the amended 
ordinance by providing for the dedication and 
construction by the Railway Company within 
the lines of its own property of a street from 
the foot of Welsh way 10 Birmingham street. 
By this means the traffic from Welsh Way 
will be enabled to reach Twelfth street by 
means of the overhead bridge to be construc¬ 
ted east of Twelfth street. 

SECOND—EXISTING FOOT BRIDGES. 

The Chief Engineer of the company stated 
at the meeting of the Sub Committee above 
mentioned that the Railway Company did 
not intend to abolish any of these foot bridges 
except the one near Twenty-seventh street. 
When the railroad is elevated Twenty-sev¬ 
enth street will pass underneath the elevated 
railroad, and there will be no occasion to pre¬ 
serve tne foot bridge at that point. In the 
amended ordinance, however, it is provided 
that the existing foot bridges other than the 
one at Twenty-seventh street shall remain at 
or near the present location. 

THIRD—AS TO THF. VACATION OF SEVEN¬ 
TEENTH STREET. 

At the meeting, it was urged that Seven¬ 
teenth street, where it now crosses the rail¬ 
road tracks, is builittle used, and that Eigh¬ 
teenth street is a touch more important thor¬ 
oughfare, and th it it would be better not to 
vacate Eighteenth street, but vacate Seven¬ 
teenth street and leave Eighteenth street 
open. This change requires a change of the 
gride of Eighteenth street southwardly from 
Edwards alley, and a change of the grade of 
the Brownsville road at or neurits intersec¬ 
tion with Eighteenth street, In order to carry 
Eighteenth street and the street railway 
tracks of the Suburban Rapid Transit Street 
Railway Company underneath the proposed 
elevated tracks of the railroad. The ordi¬ 
nance, as amended by your committee, there¬ 
fore leaves Eighteenth street open, and pro¬ 
vides for the building over it by the railway 
company of an overhead bridge and for the 
lowering of the grade of Eighteenth street 
and the Brownsville road. 

FOURTH—AS TO TWENTY-FOURTH AND TWEN¬ 
TY-FIFTH STREETS. 

A suggestion was made at the meeting that 
Twenty-fourth and Twenty-fifth streets 
should be left open, serious objection to this 
was interposed, for the reason that the main 
purpose of this general improvement is to 
abolish grade crossings, and as the railroad 


company’s yards have a great many tracks 
crossing Twenty-fourth and Twenty-fifth 
streets, it would be unwise to leave these 
streets open, and thereby maintain the pres¬ 
ent dangerous grade.crossings. The consen¬ 
sus of opinion at the meeting seemed, how¬ 
ever. to be that Twenty-fifth street ought to 
be closed and Twenty-fourth street left open. 
Your committee has adopted this latter view 
after careful consideration of the whole mat¬ 
ter. The ordinance, as amended, accordingly 
provides for leaving Twenty-fourth street 
open, and requires the railroad company to 
build an overhead bridge where its elevated 
tracks will cross Twenty-fourth street. 

FIFTH—VACATION OF TWENTY-EIGHTH 
STREET. 

The owners of property abutting on the 
west side of Twenty-eighth street, north of 
the railroad and between it and Harcum 
alley, objected to the vacation of the portion 
of Twenty eighth street opposite their prop¬ 
erty. This objection has been met In the 
amended ordinance, and the proposed vaca¬ 
tion of Twenty-eighth street stops short of 
the property in question. 

SIXTH—COMMUNICATION FROM JANE STREET 

TO SARAH STREET AT THIRTY-THIRD 

STREET. 

In the ordinance, as amended, the railway 
company is required to make provision for 
foot passage along the present lines of Thirty- 
third street from Jane street to Sarah street, 
by means of an undergrade passage and an 
overhead bridge crossing the numerous 
tracks of the railroad in its Onnsby yards. 
By this provision a safe passage is secured 
from Jane to Sarah street over the tracks at 
this point, 

SEVENTH—SIXTY-FOOT WIDTH TO THE NEW 

STREET FROM TWENTY-SEVENTH STREET TO 

MARY STREET. 

Ill the ordinance, as originally introduced, 
the railroad company agrees to dedicate and 
construct within the lines of its own proper¬ 
ty a new street from Mary street to Twenty- 
seventh street. As the railway company does 
notown the property adjoining on the east, 
the proposed new street is of a less width 
than the present width of Mary street. At 
the meeting the chief engineer of the railroad 
company stated that the company was en¬ 
tirely willing to dedicate the necessary front¬ 
age to make this new s reet sixtj 7 (l>0) feet 
wide so far as it owned property. Provision 
for such increased width is made in the 
amended ordinance herewith returned. 

EIGHTH—VACATION OF JOSEPHINE STREET. 

Some objection was made to the proposed 
vacation of Josephine street, in view of the 
travel from Twenty-first street along Jose¬ 
phine street to the Brownsville road. Your 
committee believes that this objection has 
been met in ihe amended ordinance in the 
following manner: The railroad company is 
required to dedicate and construct within 
ihe lines of its own property a new street 
from Josephine street, at a point somewhat 
east of Twentieth street, diagonally to the 
Brownsville road. By this means- the travel 
from Twenty-first street to the Brownsville 
road will not be interfered with, but, on the 
contrary, will have a shorter route. 

NINTH—GRADE OF JANE STREET. 

It was explained to your committee at the 
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meeting mentioned that the present grade of 
Jane street on the ground is quite irregular, 
and at some points almost impassable, being 
of such a character that the travel from the 
hill is unable to reach its proper outlet. It 
seems, however, that, the city, some years 
ago, established a feasible grade along Jane 
street, to which grade, however, it has never 
been actually graded. The chief engineer of 
the company stated at the meeting that the 
company would be willing to pay the costs of 
grading Jane .street to this established grade 
if it might dispose of the surplus earth. For 
this, provision has, therefore, been made in 
the ordinance as amended. 

With these modifications your committee 
believes the ordinance to be a fair and 
reasonable one and of great advantage to the 
city, and would, therefore, recommend its re¬ 
turn to Council with an affirmative recom- 
mendailon.

Whereas, the party of the second part and 
its predecessors in title have owned and oper¬ 
ated a street passenger railway, commonly 
known as the South Side Passenger Railway, 
crossing the Monongahela river in said City 
from the foot of South Tenth street upon a 
bridge formerly owned by the Birmingham & 
Pittsburgh Bridge Company, which bridge 
has been acquired and is now owned by the 
city of Pittsburgh, and the said City Is about 
to tear down and demolish the old bridge 
structure and to build and erect a complete 
new bridge structure, at least sixty (flu) feet 
wide, on the old site; and whereas, the party 
of the second part desires that the said bridge 
shall be rebuilt and its trades and appliances 
reconstructed upon said bridge, and the com¬ 
pensation to be paid the City for said use set¬ 
tled for a term of years; 

Now, therefore, in consideration of the prem¬ 
ises and the faithful performance of the recip¬ 
rocal covenants, obligations and payments, 
etc., as hereinafter set forth, by the parties 
hereto, their successors and assigns, it is here¬ 
by mutually covenanted and agreed as fol¬ 
lows, to wit: 

First—The partv of the second part is here¬ 
by granted the privilege of moving, propelling 
or operating passenger cars, for the transpor¬ 
tation of passengersOnly, over and across the 
new bridge so to be built and erected across 
the Monongahela river at the foot of South 
Tenth street in said City (said bridge to be at 
least sixty feet wide) along and over double 
tracks the entire length of said bridge and the 
approaches thereof, to be laid on such loca¬ 
tion as the (Jity may designate, the tracks to 
be however, not less than three feet (3) apart 
so as to permit cars of standard width to pass 


and repass thereon, for a period of twenty > 20) 
years from the 7th day of March, A. D. 1901, in 
the manner and according to the methods 
hereinafter provided; and further, of erect ing, 
putting up, establishing and maintaining the 
requisite rails, poles, wires or other appli¬ 
ances and apparatus necessary and usual for 
such purposes, according to the terms and 
provisions hereinafter contained. 

Second—The said party of the second part 
shall and will pay to the said party of the first 
part for such privilege or use, an annual ren¬ 
tal of five thousand dollars (55,000.00), payable

Third—The said party of the second part 
shall and will pay to the said party of the 
first part the sum of twenty-five thousand 
dollars ($25,(09.00) rental in advance whenever 
the said party of the first part or the Director 
of the Department, of Public Works, may see 
fit to demand the same, at any time befofe, 
during or after the erection or construction of 
said bridge, and this money thus paid by 
the said party of the second part, is to be in 
payment of rentals in advance for the use of 
said bridge by the passenger cars of said par¬ 
ty of the second part, as aforesaid, and shall, 
with all its interest, be applied or appropri¬ 
ated to the first rents then and thereafter fall¬ 
ing due under this contract, and being ad¬ 
vanced as aforesaid, is to bear interest at the 
rate of four per centum (4 per cent.) per an¬ 
num upon all balances of said sum of twenty- 
five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) until actually 
applied or appropriated to the said rental fall¬ 
ing due under this contract, as aforesaid.

of Pittsburgh during the running of this con¬ 
tract, and in order that the said passenger 
cars may be moved, propelled or operated 
over and across said new bridge, such rails, 
iron posts, conductors, wires and other fix¬ 
tures, devices and appliances as may be nec¬ 
essary or convenient, may be placed, con¬ 
structed and maintained in or upon said 
bridge and the approaches thereof, including 
not only such fixtures, devices and appliances 
as are now customarily used for the propul¬ 
sion of cars by electricity but also such new 
fixtures, devices and appliances as may here¬ 
after be developed in the progress of electrical 
science and used for the purposes aforesaid;

second part over said new bridge, by such 
methods and precautions as shall be satisfac 
tory to the Board of Underwriters of the city 
of Pittsburgii and the city of Pittsburgh. 

Seventh—It is distinctly agreed and under' 
stood that said party of the second part shall 
be responsible for any and all damages to said 
bridge and all loss of life, personal injury or 
damage which may occur by reason of the 
presence or use by it of electricity or other 
motive power upon said new bridge or its ap¬ 
proaches, or by the moving, propelling or oper¬ 
ating of the cars of the said party of the second 
part thereon, resulting from the negligence of 
said party of the second part, and that the 
said party of the second part shall and does 
hereby indemnify and hold harmless the said 
party of the first part therefrom, including all 
costs, expenses, charges and attorneys fees, 
and as well also from any damage or loss to

M)\ Chairman and Gentlemen of the Councils 

of the CUp of Pittsburgh , in joint meeting 

assembled: 

I have nothing to say beyond this, that I 
thank you for the courtesy extended tome 
and for the way you have received me, and 
for the trouble which you have put yourselves 
to, officially, on this occasion, in assembling, 
as the oath might have been administered 
privately. When [ was notified of the fact 
that I was to be present at this meeting and 
have the oath administered and my com¬ 
mission read, I was pleased to say that I 
would do whatever was neeessarv in order to 
attest publicly ihat I am both commissioned 
and sworn in under the new charter, and to 
exhibit my bond which has been approved 
in the manner prescribed by the charter. 

I want to say. Gentlemen of Councils, as 
perhaps some of you may know, that I am 
a veteran councilman, that X was once a 
member of this body, but it was a good many 
years ago, when I was quite a young man. 
It was at the time of the consolidation of the 
districts, when the East End, between the 
rivers, was taken into the City. A great deal 
of legislation was prepared and passed at this 
time. I prepared the supplementary legis¬ 
lation which made the matter salfsfactory to 
the City of Pittsburgh, and which was 
adopted by Councils and is yet. a law. I 
knew all the council men at that time, but am 
not acquainted will) all the council men of 
this magnificiently large and grand city,at 
the present lime. I know a great many of 
you, and hope to meet you all officially,or 
otherwise, and become thoroughly well ac¬ 
quainted. I hope that l may be able to dls-* 
charge my duties as Recorder intelligently, 
faithfully and honestly, and I ask the co¬ 
operation of the Councils to aid me in the 
administration of the cit.v government, and 
wish you to support me when you ihink I am 
fiigbtand object when \ on think I am wrong, 
and I ask to be kindly aided if I err. It 
will be my pieasuie and duty to receive all 
the aid I can, especially from the councilmen, 
as well as the citizens, whether I agree with 
them or not. Under the iron clad oath to do 
my duty I am responsible not only to the 
Councils of Pittsburgh and the citizens, but 
to a higher power which overrules us when 
we do wickedly or wrongfully, in theend.if 
not immediately. I desire to express the 
cordial feeling which I entertain to this body, 
the Oily Councils, who will be called upon to 
pur in complete operation the system which 
should be attained by this new charter, 
which was passed by the legislature, signed 
by tlie governor and sustained by the 
supreme court of this commonwealth. It is 
the law, adjudicated to be the law, and I trust 
and believe you will aid in its execution with 
the same integrity that 3 011 discharge your 
duties as private citizens.

The said Harry S. Bair, archi¬ 
tect, proposes that he will give his skill, 
knowledge and time in the preparing of such 
plans, specifications and olher matters as 
may be necessary for the requirements of the 
city of Pittsburgh, at the sum of five (5) per 
cent, of the cost of any contract or contracts 
made or work done under such plans and 
specifications: 

Now, therefore, this agreement wit- 
henseth.

Mr. Murphy presented from the Special 
Commit tee appointed by the President,, to 
prepare a suitable minute upon the death of 
Mr. Wm. H. McCleary, late member of Se¬ 
lect Council from the Fourteenth ward. 

No. 1062. The death of Win. H. Mc¬ 
Cleary on August 1,190i, was a surprise to the 
members of Select Council as well as to tils 
many friends, Mr. McCleary had been in ill 
health for some time, but when Councils last 
met he seemed to have recovered and was lu 
the best of spirits. 

Mr. McCleary was always a resident of Alle¬ 
gheny county, having been born at Tarentum 
in September, 1848. He removed with his 
family in 1856 to Bayardstowu, now Tenth 
ward, Pittsburgh, and since that time until 
his death, resided in the City of Pittsburgh. 
For ten years he lived in the Fourteenth ward 
where he was a leader iu politics of the ward, 
and highly respected by all who kuew him. 

Mr. McCleary commenced his political work 
as chief clerk iu the Commissioners office, 
where he made many friends. After six years 
service in the Commissioners office he was 
elected Clerk of Courts, filling the office from 
the first Monday in January, 1873, until the 
first Monday of January, 1880. In 1880 he was 
appointed Postmaster of Pittsburgh under 
Presideut Chester a. Arthur and remained in 
that office for three years. He then served as 
Mayor’s Clerk under Andrew Fulion, Wm. 
McCall in, and for a short time under H. I. 
Gourley. He was elected Sheriff of Allegheny 
County In 1890, and was elected to Select Coun¬ 


cil for the unexpired term of John M. Ander¬ 
son, succeeding himself and represented his 
ward iu this branch of Councils at the time of 
his death. 

In all his public acts he was a just and up¬ 
right man. He stood pre-eminent not In 
some, but in ail the relations of life. A* a cit¬ 
izen, neighbor, husband, father, friend and 
associate, he was loving, kind, tolerant, con¬ 
siderate and modest. 

We here record our deep sense of the loss 
which nas come to us aud to the City. May 
his memory long remain In our hearts and his 
example stimulate our lives.

Mr. Murplly said 

I am an apparently young member of this 
body. I have known Mr. McCleary from 1890 
up to the time of his death. I became ac¬ 
quainted with him when he was sheriff, and 
until his death always found him courteous 
In ail his dealings. He conducted the sheriff’s 
office with credit to himself and to the county. 
I must Ray that I had a very warm feeling 
for Mr. McCleary, and his death was a great 
shock to me. 

President Lambie called Mr. Cpperman 
to the chair, and taking the floor of Council, 
said* 

Mr. Lambie: 

Mr. Chairman and fellow members of 
Councils:—Early last month I sat in a pavil¬ 
ion at Atlantic City, watching the blue waves 
of the Atlantic as they dashed upon the 
beach. A boy passed selling papers, and I 
asked him if he had a Pittsburgh paper. He 
handed me a copy of the Pittsburgh Dispatch. 
I opened the paper and was surprised and 
shocked to read of the death of Mr. McCleary. 

X knew Mr. McCleary from the time lie was 
an errand boy in the office of Marshall & 
Brown, where I studied law in 1862, aud we 
were intimate friends and acquaintances from 
that time until the present, I most cordially 
agree with the spirit and sentiment of the 
resolution which has been read by the chair¬ 
man of this committee. The committee 
told you of the various offices which he filled 
and how well he filled them. They told you 
that his duties were discharged faithfully and 
to the best of his ability, anti they were cer¬ 
tainly discharged to the satisfaction of all 
with whom he was brought in contact. What 
more could he do? He filled these various 
offices, high and low, with fidelity. He dis¬ 
charged the duties to the satisfaction of ail 
who had business relations with him. and 
they were satisfied in every instance. He has 
served the community faithfully and well. 
As to his private relations, it is not for me to 
discuss them or perhaps even to refer to 
them. It is entirely too sacred. I have heard 
it said he was a model father and a good hus¬ 
band. He discharged his duties to the satis¬ 
faction of all. He has come to his reward. 

As I sat on the beach on that glorious sum¬ 
mer afternoon, watching the sunlit waves as 
they rolled in and broke upon the shore, oilier 
thoughts came into my mind. In other fair 
lauds far away beyond the sea the waves of 
the Atlantic roll in and breik on other 
shores. We are all out on the ocean of Time. 
It stretches away beyond us we know not 
where. 
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Many were the barks sailing before me out 
on that Summer Sea. Sometimes they started 
together on their journeys, and for a long 
distance sailed side by side. The merry 
songs of the sailors in the one were answered 
by merry songs from the other. And now 
they run friendly races, and as in the race of 
life some far outship the others. And in the 
sailing some go so far as to appear but a 
speck upon the horizon’s hem, and finally 
they disappear from view—gone we know not 
where. Sometimes these barks return, and 
the sailors in glowing terms tell us of bluer 
skies, of fairer lands, of more beautiful flow¬ 
ers and of sweeter music which they have 
seen and heard in those far distant lands. So 
we are all sailing on barks over the mighty 
ocean of eternity. 

Do the waves of this ocean beat on some far 
dtstaut shore, and if so, where? On that 
shore do they watch and wait for us? The 
barks that have sailed the Atlantic have 
sometimes returned, but no bark has ever 
returned from beyond the waves of the ocean 
of eternity. 



Upwards of 50 years ago this good brother 
and I started out our tiny barks on the 
trackless ocean of eternity. Long time in 
the'sunshine and in the shadow we sailed 
side by side. He has outsailed me. In a 
night he disappeared from view. His bark 
was not torn to pieces by wind and wave. He 
was not wrecked on a lee shore. His bark 
simply disappeared below the edge of the 
horizon. He has gone, whither I cannot 
tell. Shall I see him again? I know not. 
But this I know, that some of these friends 
who now sit with us shall watch our barks as- 
they drop below the horizon and wonder 
where we have gone.

JOINT SESSION 

President Lambie of Select Council said : 

“Gentlemen of Select and Common Councils of the City of 
Pittsburgh, we are met in joint session this afternoon for the 
sad purpose of taking suitable action upon the death of the 
President of the United States.” 

President Eambie stated: 

“That the Executive Officers of the city had been invited 
to attend the session and participate.” 

The Presidents of Councils announced that they had ap¬ 
pointed the following members as a committee to prepare and 
report resolutions touching the matter for which Councils 
had met: 

Messrs. Magee, Bigham, Douglas, Vaux, Murphy, 
Mustin, Upperman. 

Mr. Magee, from the Committee, presented and moved 
the adoption of the following minute ; which was read by 
Mr. Mustin. 

Select and Common Councils of the City of Pittsburgh 
meet in special session to-day unfeignedly to mourn the 
untimely death of WILLIAM McKINLEY, the chief 
magistrate of this great nation. Great in life, he was su¬ 
premely great in death, facing the grim destroyer with 
manly courage, and proving by his words the consistency of 
his life’s avowals and his abiding faith in his Lord and 
Saviour. 

Stricken in his very prime, still he had done his life’s 
work and done it well, and surely will receive the Divine 
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benediction, “Well done, thou good and faithful servant.” 
An American and an American lawyer, he had in the short 
space of 58 years accomplished much, and more than almost 
any other man. He had been a bold and intrepid soldier of 
the Union, winning laurels upon the field of battle when 
his beloved country was in her extremity ; he had been an 
honored and wise Governor of one of the greatest of the 
United States ; he had most conspicuously served his nation 
for years in the halls of Congress, and some of the best, 
wisest and most beneficial legislation of this land was drawn 
by him and bears and always will bear his name. He was 
twice elected by a grateful and a loving people to the most 
exalted office of President of the United States, and in most 
troublesome times so bore himself in this great office as to 
commend himself anew not only to all the people of this, 
but also to all the people of every civilized country upon the 
globe. 

His private life was singularly sweet, clean and pure— 
an honest man, and a good citizen ; a Christian gentlemen, 
practicing daily all the principles he professed ; with sub¬ 
lime devotion as a husband, plain, straightforward, trust¬ 
worthy, unassuming and amiable, he was one whom any 
nation would delight to honor and whose memory will al¬ 
ways remain sweet and fragrant in the hearts and minds of 
every American citizen. 

A whole world is horrified by an assassin’s deadly crime, 
and a whole nation is bowed in grief over the bier of its 
ruler. Action is for to-morrow. To-day we can but join 
with all the citizens of this country in expressing our indig¬ 
nation and horror at the act ; our grief and sorrow for the 
loss to us, the country and the world of this man, truly 
great and good. 
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President Lambie said : 

“The Chair will entertain remarks not only from mem¬ 
bers of Councils, but by any person connected with the Mu¬ 
nicipal Government.” 

City Recorder A. M. Brown was introduced and said : 

The hearts of the nation are laden with grief for the loss 
of a splendid man and a glorious President. No man, except 
perhaps Washington and Lincoln, ever rose as a civil ruler to 
the high stature of ability of William McKinley. As a sol¬ 
dier Grant towered high. As a good man he won immortal 
memory and all the glory that the American people could 
give him. McKinley was a noble soldier, from early man¬ 
hood, almost from boyhood, until the war closed gloriously 
for the American people. Through intervening employment 
he became subsequently a member of Congress, and he won 
high honors in that distinguished office. His name was a 
watchword, a familiar word, in the speech of the American 
nation. From that office an admiring people elevated 
him to the Governorship of the State of Ohio and then 
to the Presidency of the United States. No man in all the 
history of this nation behaved himself better or discharged 
the duties of that high office as President of seventy odd 
millions of people with greater courage, greater good judg¬ 
ment, common sense and patriotism than the man who lies 
dead from the bullet of an assassin. 

William McKinley became known as a man of grand in¬ 
tellectual faculties. He was a cultivated man, educated by his 
own exertions, for he was a poor boy. He was a fine type of 
the best men of the nation. He grew in education as he grew 
in years and usefulness, in every capacity, from his youth to 
his death. Throughout every day of his noble and grand life 
his reputation increased for truth, honor, integrity and ability 
to discharge the duties of the hour, whatever they were, and 
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for kindly human sympathy that bubbled from his heart 
toward every man, woman and child, even toward that devilish 
assassin who destroyed his life under the guise of friendship. 
He was especially a kindly man, and the very smile upon his 
face showed that his heart was as pure as his life was noble. 
From boyhood until his untimely death, still in the prime of 
a glorious and useful career, he was never known to do a 
mean or dishonorable act. He was a Christian gentleman 
who recognized amenity to God for the rectitude of his life 
and to his fellow countrymen for his integrity in the dis-’ 
charge of every public and private duty. 

Go to his neighbors in Canton, from the small boy and girl 
to the gray-headed man, and, whether they agreed with him 
in politics or not, they all loved and admired him. His name 
was a household word, honored in politics, church and state. 

He lies dead, dead at the hands of a man who should have 
been a friend—a vagabond, a devil in human form, invited 
under our benign laws and glorious Constitution to enjoy the 
liberties and the rights of a native citizen. This man, 
enjoying the protection of the laws, protection to life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness, became so incarnate with evil 
that the English language does not furnish words sufficient to 
describe the miscreant. The intelligent, good citizen can 
hardly conceive why or how a human being should become 
so brutal, so malicious, so devilish as the assassin that pene¬ 
trated his body with the deceitful bullets that destroyed his 
life. He belonged to a class that ought to be exterminated. 
What is your duty as men? What is the duty of the 
American people toward the memory of the dead President in 
view of the liberties permitted under the Government of our 
country ? Our duty is to resolve, as American citizens, from 
this hour that we will be unceasing in intelligent effort and 
firm determination to persuade Congress to pass laws that 
these reptiles in human form shall be exterminated from this 
country. Liberty is one thing, but insidious treachery, con- 
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spiracy and brutality to carry out the law of the band to which 
this murderer belonged is a menace to American liberty and 
government, because the principle upon which they act is that 
there should be no civil government, no civil constitution; 
that government should be abolished and men like them¬ 
selves—and women, too—should be enabled thereby to do 
just what they wish all over the world. 

Words cannot describe the atrocity of this crime, nor can 
they picture the agony, the suffering or the tears which fol¬ 
lowed the assassin’s bullets. The country is bereaved as 
it ever was before, perhaps more. The assassin of the saintly 
Lincoln was a partisan in time of war. The war was about 
over, but its bitter feelings had not subsided. The man who 
took Lincoln’s life was a partisan of those who had sought to 
destroy the nation. The assassin who destroyed the life of 
Garfield twenty years ago was actuated not by the same ideas 
as the assassin of McKinley, but from partial insanity and 
mistaken motives that did not relieve him from the crime of 
murder. But the man who took the life of McKinley is as 
infamous as the worst fiend of the Dark Ages, when crime was 
so paramount in Rome that an Emperor murdered his own 
mother. This deed is a revivification of the dark and bloody 
ages of the Old World, and if anarchism is not exterminated, 
as it should be, good-by to the lives and the work of honest, 
liberty-loving, loyaj Americans who serve their country 
gloriously. 

It ought to be the duty of every man who loves his country 
to strive to procure such legislation as will not only punish 
those guilty of executing their crimes or attempting them, 
but to exterminate every man and woman who belongs to this 
association which preaches the doctrines of the extermination 
of authority. It is treason against government and against 
every good principle that animates a true American citizen. 
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Mr. Douglas said: 


“ Mr. President and Gentlemen of Councils : 

“ It is not of the President of the United States that I would 
speak. ‘The King is dead. Live the King.’ The acts of 
WILLIAM McKINLEY, President of the United States, 
will be written in imperishable letters upon the history of his 
glorious country. I would rather speak of the man, and in 
few words. I would rather place my little garland upon the 
grave of the man whose private life was without a blemish 
and whose official and public life without stain.”

The Councilmanic Committee, appointed to 
receive the remains of President McKINLEY 
and escort the same through the City of Pitts¬ 
burg, submits the following report: 

WILLIAM McKINLEY, President of the 
United States, while in attendance at the Pan- 
American Exposition held at Buffalo, New 
York, was, on t tie afternoon of September 6, 
1901, shot twice by a bloodthirsty devil in the 
shape of a human being. The effects of the 
wound produced by the second shot caused 
the President’s death in the early morning of 
September 14,1901. 

A dark cloud of sorrow spread over the 
nation and deep grief settled upon the whole 
country, because of the untimely death of our 
dearly beloved McKINLEY. 

Throughout this broad land of liberty bells 
in solemn tones tolled tribute to our loved 
President. Throughout ihis broad land of 
freedom the heart of every loyal American 
citizen throbbed with pain over the loss of 
the nation’s chief. Nowhere in this broad 
land of liberty, of freedom, is bis loss more 
keenly feit than in Pittsburgh, where there 
are such apparent results of his protective 
policy. McKINLEY prosperity is stamped 
upon every commercial industry in Western 
Pennsylvania. Many things have contrib¬ 
uted to make him the nation’s idol, and 
Pittsburgh is proud that she can class him as 
one of her personal friends. 

It cannot be explained why the hand of the 
assassin should strike three of the most lov¬ 
able chiefs the world has ever known—LIN¬ 
COLN, GARFIELD, McKINLEY. The answer 
seems to have been made by President Mc¬ 
KINLEY when he said, “It is God’s way.” 

The American people have lost a President, 
a statesman, a typical American citizen, and 
Pittsburgh has lost an honored friend. 

At 4 o’clock .Saturday arlernoon, Septem¬ 
ber 14, 1901, Select and Common Councils of 
this City met in joint session, for the purpose 
of adopting resolutions on the death of the 
President. The remains had been taken from 
Buffalo to Washington Ciiy. It bad been 
reported that the funeral train would pass 
through Pittsburgh en route from Washing¬ 
ton City to Canton, Ohio, where the final 
funeral services were to be held. In pursu¬ 
ance of a resolution presented at the joint 
meeting of Councils to appoint a committee 
for the purpose of receiving and escorting the 
remains of President McKINLEY through 
the City and to the eastern boundary line of 
Ohio, the following named persons were ap¬ 
pointed by the Presidents of both Councils:

Ttiis committee met on Monday and Tues¬ 
day afternoons following, but on account of 
arrangements which look the funeral train 
through the city without a stop, the commit¬ 
tee was wholly unable to carryout the pur¬ 
poses for which it was originally appointed. 






















Because Mr. McKINLEY had done bo much 
for and had been such factor in the commer¬ 
cial interests of Pittsburg; because Pittsburgh 
honored him so highly and felt so keenly his 
loss and mourned so deeply his death, this 
committee felt duly bound to continue and 
to pay some tribute to his memory, and, if 
possible, to make arrangements to attend his 
funeral. 

Captain W. C. Wallace, of Battery B, very 
kindly offered the services of his battery. 
His offer was accepted, and two guns of Bat¬ 
tery B were stationed upon Herron Hill 
Reservoir and two guns at a convenient point 
on Mount Washington, from which points 
minute guns and the President’s salute were 
fired from the time the funeral train entered 
tiie eastern city limits on Wednesday morn¬ 
ing, September 18, until the train passed 
through Allegheny City. 

The committee had prepared and sent to 
Canton on Wednesday morning, September 
18. a floral tribute consisting of a l uge cres¬ 
cent wreath, five feet In diameter, made of 
lilies of the valley, roses, carnations, asters 
and gladioli. The wreath rested on an easel 
and stood six feet high. The cross piece in 
the center was made of white asters, wit h an 
inscription, “Our Friend,” In purple letters. 
At the top of the wreath was a large bow of 
rose colored chiffon and white satin ribbon. 
On tiie ribbon were the words, “City of Pitts¬ 
burgh.” 

Through the kindness of the genial General 
Agent of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com¬ 
pany, Mr. Robert Pitcairn, th® committee 
and ot her members of Councils were enabled 
to go to Canton, Ohio, in a private coach prop¬ 
erly decorated, to attend t he funeral on Thurs¬ 
day, September 19,1901, This committee was 
known as the “Pittsburg Committee,” and 
was composed of the following named per¬ 
sons:

funeral procession; but after waiting until 
almost train time, late in the afternoon, and 
seeing no prospect of being able to join the 
funeral procession, because of the great num¬ 
ber of military participants, the committee 
was obliged to abandon that part of the pro¬ 
gram, and very reluctantly gave up the Idea 
of participating in the funeral procession and 
proceeded to the train. 

The committee was a representative Pitts¬ 
burgh body. Each member took an interest 
in and thereby contributed his share towards 
making a success of the object of the journey. 
The conduct, character and showing of the 
committee was in perfect harmony wlt.h the 
occasion. It was the regret of each member 
that we could not march to the cemetery and 
bow our heads in grief before the tomb which 
contained all that was mortal of our dearly 
beloved President. American citizens, and 
particularly citizens of the City of Pittsburgh, 
all delighted to houor him; when he died all 
were plunged in sorrow, and all now feel that 
his name will be held sacred by a loving, 
loyal, united nation.

Gentlemen:—Your Sub-Committee ap¬ 
pointed to prepare a report based upon 
the testimony already taken by your Gen¬ 
eral Committee, declaring who is respon¬ 
sible for the delay in the preparation of 
the plans and the advertising for bids in 
relation to the proposed filtration plant 
of the city of Pittsburgh, would respect¬ 
fully report: 


That your sub-Committee met on Satur¬ 
day, the 9th day of November, 1901, at 
4:30 o’clock P. M., and after a careful 
study and analysis of the testimony and 
statements already taken by the General 
Committee on Filtration, report as fol¬ 
lows: 

That George W. Wilson, former Direc¬ 
tor of the Department of Public Works, 
was removed from office by the present 
Recorder on the 11th day of June, 1901; 
that prior to his removal he had had a 
competent corps of engineers and 
draughtsmen, including Messrs. Hazen, 
Miller and Lovegrove, working industri¬ 
ously and continuously upon the plans for 
the said filtration improvement up until 
the time of his said removal; that the 
said corps not only worked during the 
regular hours of the regular working 
days, but also worked overtime, and, in 
addition to that, also worked upon holi¬ 
days. 

That on the 11th day of June, 1901, Ed¬ 
ward M. Bigelow was appointed by the 
present Recorder, Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works of the city of 
Pittsburgh, vice George W. Wilson, re¬ 
moved as aforesaid. 

That on the 11th day of June, 1901, the 
said Miller, termed the resident engineer 
for said filtration improvement, visited 
the said Bigelow, director as aforesaid, 
and reported to him that sixty per cent, 
of the plans for the said filtration im¬ 
provement, and sixty per cent, of the 
specifications therefor, were ready and 
fully completed, and that the same had 
been approved by the said Hazen and the 
said Miller, and were then ready for the 
approval of the said Bigelow, as the said 
director of the Department of Public 
Works of this City, and were in a full and 
complete condition for the advertising for 
bids for the building and construction of 
said filtration plant to this extent,—the 
river inlet, two sedimentation basins and 
twenty-five filtration beds, together with 
the pipeage and valves and ail other ap¬ 
pliances leading down to the clear water 
basin; this constituting sixty per cent, 
of the entire work, as aforesaid; that 
upon the said Bigelow, director, having the 
said specifications printed and placed in 
the usual and proper form for the recep¬ 
tion of bids, the said bids could be taken 
and the contract for the above described 
work let. 

That the said Miller from this time,— 
June 11th, 1901, up until the time he, the 
said Miller, was removed by the said 
Bigelow, to wit: upon the 1st day of Aug¬ 
ust, 1801, not only invited, but urged the 
said Bigelow, as director as aforesaid, 
upon an average of at least twice a week 
to approve the said plans and specifica¬ 
tions and to advertise for bids, as afore¬ 
said. 

The said statements and testimony, in¬ 
cluding theadmissionsof the said Bigelow, 
show conclusively that Mr. Bigelow had 
personal knowledge of what is herein¬ 
above set forth, that he had possession 
of the plans and specifications during all 
of the time hereinabove mentioned, and 
still has possession of the same, and that 
he neglected and refused to visit the said 
office of the said Miller for the purposes 
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aforesaid, or to s.pprove the said plans 
and the specifications, or to advertise for 
bids for the work hereinabove mentioned, 
or to do anything whatever, even looking 
to advertisements or proposals to bidders 
to do any of the said work, or to do any 
other matter or thing calculated to con¬ 
summate the building of the said filtra¬ 
tion plant, or any portion thereof. 

That on the 25th day of June, 1901, not¬ 
withstanding the necessity for haste in 
regard to the plans and specifications, the 
advertising for bids and the construction 
of (he said filtration improvement, the 
said Bigelow, Director of the Department 
of Public Works, to use his own expres¬ 
sion, “Loaned” the said Lovegrove to the 
elevated railroad traction syndicate, and, 
in pursuance of the said “loan” the said 
Lovegrove devoted all of his time and at¬ 
tention to the elevated railroad traction 
syndicate, and did not work for or give 
any of his time or attention to the city 
of Pittsburgh, or to the filtration im¬ 
provement, until August 1st, 1901, when, 
the elevated railroad traction syndicate 
having no further use for him, he re¬ 
turned to the employment of the city of 
Pittsburgh. 

The said Lovegrove states that from 
the time he was “loaned,” as aforesaid, 
up until the time he returned to the em¬ 
ployment of the City, and, in addition to 
that, up to the present time, no progress 
whatever had been made, or had been at¬ 
tempted, looking to the completion of the 
plans and specifications for the filtration 
improvement, and that, with the excep¬ 
tion of some changes which, according 
to the said Lovegrove’s statement, where 
wholly unnecessary, nothing whatever 
had been done upon said plans. He ex¬ 
plicitly stated that while some minor 
changes had been mace upon said plans 
that, in his judgment, no improvement 
whatever had been made upon the same. 

The testimony or statement of the 
said George W. Wilson, which testimony 
or statement was confirmed by other 
statements in the case, and particularly 
that of the said Miller, is substantially 
as follows: 

That he, the said Wilson, during his 
continuance in office, was extremely anx¬ 
ious to have the plans and specifications 
finished; that he visited the office of the 
said Miller practically every day, urging 
upon him the necessity for haste and ex¬ 
pedition; that in pursuance of the in¬ 
structions and orders so given by the said 
Wilson, the work was pushed and expe¬ 
dited, as aforesaid, holidays and overtime 
being used in so doing, and that at the 
time of Mr. Wilson’s removal the plans 
and specifications for sixty per cent, of 
the work, as aforesaid, had actually been 
completed and were ready for the print¬ 
ing of the specifications for proposals to 
bidders for the said sixty per cent, of the 
entire work; it was the intention of the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Works of the city of Pittsburgh at that 
time to advertise for and commence the 
construction of sixty per cent, of the 
work first, the said sixty per cent, of the 
work being the work hereinbefore spec¬ 
ified; this to be followed by the other 
forty per cent., which could and must 
be furnished and finished later, to wit: 
the pure water basin and the pumping 


house, the pumping machinery and the 
appliances incident thereto, including the 
steel mains across the Allegheny river. 

The testimony or statement of Mr. 
Bigelow admits that the said plans and 
specifications, and all papers pertaining 
to the same and to the said filtration im¬ 
provement, were duly, promptly and reg¬ 
ularly received by and receipted for by 
him at the time of his appointment to 
said office, as aforesaid, and that later, 
when he removed the said Miller, as 
aforesaid, he personally received from the 
said Miller all of the said plans and spec¬ 
ifications, papers, etc., as aforesaid, and 
receipted in writing to the said Miller 
therefor. That from the time of his ap¬ 
pointment,—June 11th, 1901, up to August 
1st, 1901, the date upon which he removed 
the said Miller, he never visited the office 
of the said Miller, never inspected the 
plans or specifications, never approved 
the same, never gave any advice, Instruc¬ 
tions, encouragement or assistance to the 
said Miller or any of the said engineers 
in relation to any matter whatever em¬ 
braced therein, from August 1st, 1901, to 
the present time, the said Bigelow, in his 
statement, failed to give the committee 
any information whatever as to any prog¬ 
ress whatever, contenting himself with 
the remark in reply to several questions 
as to what he was doing that “he was 
going over the plans and that they would 
possibly be completed within thirty days.” 
Nothing more specific could be obtained 
from him. 

It might be proper to add at this place 
that the said Hazen, consulting engineer, 
wrote a letter, which is on file with the 
testimony in this case, setting forth that 
the plans and specifications for the said 
sixty per cent, of the work were fully 
completed on June 11th, 1901, and cor¬ 
roborates in said letter most strongly the 
statements of former Director Wilson, 
and the said Miller. 

The said letter and all of the statements 
and testimony hereinbefore referred to, 
are attached to this report and made part 
hereof. 

Your Sub-Committee therefore reports 
as follows: 

FIRST: That George W. Wilson, for¬ 
mer Director of the Department of Public 
Works, expedited and hastened the prep¬ 
aration of the plans and specifications 
for the said filtration improvement, dur¬ 
ing his continuance in office, to the great¬ 
est possible extent, and that no delay 
whatever was caused by him, nor is he In 
any way whatever chargeable with any 
delay in this matter. 

SECOND: That since the appointment 
of Edward M. Bigelow as Director of 
the Department of Punlic Works, all of 
the delay incident to and complained of 
in connection with the said work, has 
been experienced, and from the state¬ 
ments, evidence and letter hereinbefore 
referred to, your Sub-Committee unani¬ 
mously find that the said Edward M. 
Bigelow, director as aforesaid, is entirely 
and solely responsible for all of the delay 
that has occurred in this matter, and 
that the delays and hindrance to the com¬ 
pletion of the plans and specifications for 
the said filtration plant have been gross 
and inexcusable. 
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THIRD: That all the statements and 
testimony submitted show and prove that 
all the plans and specifications for the 
sedimentation basins and the twenty-five 
filtering' beds, lying north of the West 
Penn railroad, were completed and ready 
for the approval of the said Edward M. 
Bigelow, Director of the Department of 
Public Works, on June 15th, 1901, and that 
the aforesaid director failed to approve 
said plans and specifications, or in any 
way assist in the work so that operations 
could be begun upon the erection of said 
filtration improvement; therefore, be it 
RESOLVED, That the said Edward M. 
Bigelow, Director, as aforesaid, is hereby 
ordered and directed to forthwith produce 
and furnish, within ten (10) days, to the 
Committee on Filtration of the City of 
Pittsburgh, for their approval, all the 
plans and specifications for the work ly¬ 
ing north of the West Penn Railroad; 
and it is further 

RESOLVED, That the said Edward M. 
Bigelow is directed to rorthwith proceed, 
with the utmost diligence and haste, to 
the completion of the balance of the plans 
and specifications for the said filtration 
improvement, and submit the same to 
the filtration committee on or before Mon¬ 
day, December 2d, 1901. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

PROCEEDINGS of the Filtration Com¬ 
mittee, at a meeting held on Saturday, 
November 9th, at 2 o’clock P. M., and 
statements and testimony of ex-Director 
of the Department of Public Works, 
Geo. W. Wilson, ex-resident engineer. 
Miller, consulting engineer Hazen, 
draughtsman Lovegrove, and the direc¬ 
tor of the department of public works, 
E. M. Bigelow, in connection with de¬ 
termining the cause of the delay of the 
completion of the plans and specifica¬ 
tions of the filtration improvement. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Chairman Upperman. 

The clerk called the roll and there be¬ 
ing a quorum present, the reading of the 
minutes of the previous meeting was dis¬ 
pensed with, and Chairman Upperman 
stated the purpose of the meeting by 
making the following statement: 

“Gentlemen of the committee. This 
committee met on October 25th, the ob¬ 
ject of the meeting was to take action 
upon the ordinance which authorized the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Works and the Recorder to advertise for 
proposals and let a contract for the con¬ 
struction of a filtration plant. That ordi¬ 
nance was held over until the plans and 
specifications were prepared and produced 
before the committee. The Director stated 
that the plans were not ready, also stated 
that he did not know when they would 
be ready. He further stated that there 
wns nothing done on the plans from 
March 1st to June 11th, this year. If that 
is true, then somebody has been negligent, 
and It is the duty of this committee to 
find out the cause of the delay. The 
chairman took unon bimself the author¬ 
ity to notify Mr. Wilson, the former di¬ 


rector of the department of public works, 
and Mr. Miller, the former engineer in 
charge of this work, to appear befoi’e 
the committee to-day. I ask that Mr. 
Wilson be heard.” 

Mr. McNeil moved that Mr. Wilson be 
given permission to speak. Which motion 
prevailed. 

Mr. Wilson: “Do you desire me to 
make a statement?” 

Mr. Upperman: ‘ Yes, sir.” 

Mr. Wilson: “At the time I went out 
of office. June 11th, the plans and specifi¬ 
cations for the sedimentation basins, re¬ 
ceiving basins, twenty-five filter basins, 
and all work north of the railroad were 
ready, and the plans and specifications 
could have all been finished and the con¬ 
tract for the work could have been gotten 
ready to let In about three weeks, it was 
necessary to have plans and specifications 
printed and advertise the work. The 
work on the plans finished comprised 
about sixty per cent, of the whole work. 
The reason for getting this work ready 
first was that after the contract was let, 
the balance of plans and specifications 
could have been completed and the -work 
north of railroad could have been adver¬ 
tised In two or three weeks.” 

Mr. Upperman: “All north of rail¬ 
road?” 

Mr. Wilson: “Yes, all north of rail¬ 
road.” 

Mr. Upperman: “Were any plans and 
drawings ready for work south of rail¬ 
road?” 

Mr. Wilson: “Yes, sir.” 

Mr. Upperman: “Had you let contract 
for two sedimentation basins and twenty- 
five filter basins and receiving basins, the 
other work would have been done in much 
shorter time than the building of plant?” 

Mr. Wilson: “Yes, sir.” 

Mr. Upperman: “Did you do no work 
after March 1st?” 

Mr. W'llson: “Yes, sir; they worked 
constantly until I went out.” 

Mr. Upperman: “The engineers were 
working all the time from March 1st until 
you went out?” 

Mr. Wilson: “Yes. sir. We had a great 
deal of trouble getting good draughts¬ 
men. I got a couple from Mr. Brunner’s 
department and some from Mr. Brown’s, 
so as to expedite and push the work.” 

Mr. Upperman: “Did you consult with 
your engineer from time to time?” 

Mr. Wilson: “Yes, sir; was in his office 
three or four times a week. 

Mr. Upperman: “Did you do all in your 
power to expedite the work?” 

Mr. Wilson: “Yes, sir; I was anxious 
to have the work completed.” 

Mr. Upperman: “Did you drill test 
wells?” 

Mr. Wilson: “Yes, sir. We drilled 
wells, we wanted to determine whether 
we would tunnel under river or pipe it. 
Jt was determined to pipe river, and put 
the pipe in concrete.” 

Mr. Upperman: “What depth did you 
go ?” 












Mr. Wilson: “Don’t remember the ex¬ 
act depth, but think about fifty feet.” 

Mr. Upperman: “How much on north 
side of river?” 

Mr. Wilson: “I think about twenty-five 
feet, do not remember exactly.” 

Mr. XJpperman: “Was it not seventy- 
five feet?” 

Mr. Wilson: “Yes, I believe it was sev¬ 
enty-five feet.” 

Mr. XJpperman: “There was a state¬ 
ment published in the Leader that some 
sixty plans were taken out of the filtra¬ 
tion office when you and Mr. Miller went 
out of office.” 

Mr. Wilson: “There is no truth in that. 
I was in office up to the 10th day of June, 
and all the plans, comprising forty-two 
in number, were in the office at that 
time.” 

Mr. XJpperman: “All the plans, draw¬ 
ings and specifications were in the office?” 

Mr. Wilson: “Yes sir; every one of 
them were in the office. I saw them the 
day before I went out, and they were all 
there.” 

Mr. Clark: “Mr. Wilson, you took office 
in June, 3900. What work had been done 
when you took office?” 

Mr. Wilson: “None whatever.” 

Mr. Wilson: “Mr. Chairman, I desire 
to present to the committee, through you, 
a letter I received from Mr. Hazen.” 

The clerk read the letter, which was as 
follows: 

Allen Hazen, Consulting Engineer. 

St. Paul Bld’gj New York, Nov. 6. 1901. 
Mr. George W. Wilson, 

218 Stratford avenue, 

Pittsburgh, Pa. 

Dear Sir:—I have your letter of Novem¬ 
ber 5th, asking me as to the condition of 
the plans and specifications of the filtra¬ 
tion plant and during the time that you 
were Director of Public Works, and ask¬ 
ing how much time it would have required 
to place these plans and specifications in 
shape to advertise the work, and how 
much work these plane would have cov¬ 
ered. As these questions relate only to 
the period of your administration, when I 
had the honor of reporting to you, I think 
it is proper for me to give you the infor¬ 
mation requested. 

The work of preparing plans and speci¬ 
fications was commenced about December 
1st, 1900. Surveys of the land had been 
previously made. The work was prose¬ 
cuted rapidly until early in April. At 
that time plans for the sedimentation 
basins and filters had been substantially 
completed, and a draft of specifications 
made for the same. The work so covered 
amounted to considerably more than half 
of the whole work. The plans and speci¬ 
fications could have been printed, correct¬ 
ed and advertised in at most two or three 
weeks at any time after the middle of 
April. These plans and specifications did 
not cover the pure water reservoir, the 
river crossing nor the pumps and pump¬ 
ing station, as It was our intention to let 
these other matters follow the main con¬ 
tract as rapidly as convenient. The plans 
and specifications also did not cover at 


that time some of the minor fixtures of 
the filtration plant which were capable of 
being added afterward, and which were 
not necessarily included in the main con¬ 
tract. Work upon these appurtenances 
were continued by Mr. Miller and by Mr. 
Chase until the 11th of June; but beyond 
occasionally corresponding with them and 
giving general advice, I gave no personal 
attention to the work after the middle of 
April and during your term of office. 

Mr. Chase was present in Pittsburgh 
as my representative all of this time, and 
I enclose a statement which he has made 
to me of the work accomplished during 
this period.

Sir:—Referring to your inquiry about 
the work in Pittsburgh from the middle 
of April to June 11th, I would state that 
during April we were lettering the plans 
and checking them, and making small 
additions and corrections. During May 
and until June 11th, I was designing the 
regulating apparatus and sand washers, 
and doing some work on the designs of 
the pure water reservoir.

Mr. Leslie moved that the letter be filed 
and made a part of the minutes of the 
committee. Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. XJpperman: “Mr. Miller, you were 
employed by the city of Pittsburgh as 
resident engineer to prepare plans and 
specifications for the filtration plant?” 

Mr. Miller: “Yes, sir.” 

Mr. XJpperman: “At what date were 
you first employed?” 

Mr. Miller: “I was employed on August 
1st, 1900.” 

Mr. XJpperman: “How long did you 
continue in the employ of the city?” 

Mr. Miller: “Until the first day of Aug¬ 
ust, 1901.” 

Mr. Upperman: “It has been stated 
that you had done no work upon the 
plans and specifications of the filtration 
plant from March 1st, 1901, to June 11th, 
1901.” 

Mr. Miller: “I worked upon the plans 
until I was removed from office.” 

Mr. Upperman: “As you were the en¬ 
gineer in charge of the work, will you 
state what was done and what shape and 
condition were those plans and specifica¬ 
tions in when you left the employ of the 
City?” 

Mr. Miller: “From March 1st, we were 
working on the forty-two original plans, 
which were to be used for the first let¬ 
ting, comprising all work north of the 
West Penn Railroad. These plans were 
completed, except a few little details. 
The pipe line from railroad, which was to 
convey the raw water from river to re¬ 
ceiving basin, the plans for water line, 
receiving basin, sedimentation basins and 
pipeage from regulators which conveyed 
water to filter beds proper, all masonry 
and pipeage of the twenty-five filter 






















































basins, the outlet pipes, which conveyed 
water from filter beds to gate houses, the 
plans for the buildings containing the 
sewerage system of the whole plant, to¬ 
gether with all which constitutes the 
northern site of plant north of the West 
Penn Railroad, the pipeage from the 
different regulator houses to the Freeport 
road, upon which large steel pipe was to 
be laid. Those plans were completed, 
ready for letting and specifications 
written for the same. That was to com¬ 
prise the first contract, which would 
absorb almost sixty per cent, of the 
money set apart for filtration. The next 
contract we were going to work up was 
for the pure water reservoir. We made 
plan of by-brace, pipe lines crossing Alle¬ 
gheny river, forbray and connection to 
Brilliant Pumping station ready for trac¬ 
ings, which would take about two or 
three weeks in making. This could have 
been completed while the specifications 
and plans north of the railroad were be¬ 
ing printed and bound. 

Gave Mr. Wilson, and also Mr. Bigelow, 
from the first day he came into the office, 
this information. Those plans were our 
study plans and had been completed. Re¬ 
ceived a complete record of the well 
which was drilled on the Brilliant side, 
and drilled well on other side 123 feet 
deep. Found very little rock, and the one 
on the north side had very little rock, if 
any. Thought it was not feasible to build 
tunnel under river and so agreed with 
Mr. Hazen and Wilson. I turned my at¬ 
tention to pipe line to convey pure water 
to Brilliant station. Concluded to put in 
steel pipes and section of concrete, then 
again we thought we would put it in of 
cast iron. Those plans could have been 
completed from two to three weeks after 
Mr. Bigelow entered upon his second 
term. As to the pumping station proper, 
boilers, connections, etc., intake to Alle¬ 
gheny river, they were secondary matters. 
The contract above the railroad would 
have consumed a year and a half and the 
other two about ten months. The third 
contract was a matter we had to wait for 
until after the letting of contracts for 
pumping engines and machinery, etc., in 
order to know how large a house we were 
going to set over the machinery. When 
Mr. Hazen stopped coming to Pittsburgh 
about the middle of April, it was at my 
request. I thought that I would not need 
him, as I wanted to save his time, and 
would need him more after the construc¬ 
tion of the work began, than 1 did in the 
making of the plans. The intake of 
course naturally follows the building of 
engine house proper. There were a few 
details to work out. There yet remained 
a plan to be made for sand washer and 
other minor details, which could have 
been let in a separate contract. I laid 
those things aside until after April. Com¬ 
pleted plans north of railroad after April, 
in every detail. During the months of 
April, May and June the sand washing 
apparatus, indicating apparatus, tunnel 
under railroad and sand car was all com¬ 
pleted. On the first day of Mr. Bigelow’s 
incumbency, at 4 o’clock in the after¬ 
noon, I went to him and had a short talk 
with him. Told him the contract could 
be let at any time within ten days or two 
weeks. He suggested that It would be 
good weather to lay pipe line across the 


river. I went to my office after getting the 
hint, and started the boys on pure water 
reservoir. I went to him at least once 
and some weeks two times, to keep him 
posted on operations of my office, and in¬ 
vited him to my office to look at the plans, 
but during my incumbency he was not 
in the office of the Bureau of Filtration, 
nor did he give me any encouragement.” 

Mr. Leslie: “Did he examine the 
plans?” 

Mr. Miller: “No, sir; he promised to, 
but never came.” 

Mr. Upperman: “Whom had you em¬ 
ployed in your office as draughtsmen 
about that time?” 

Mr. Miller: “Wesley S. Wakefield, 
Richart D. Chase, Walter W. Lovegrove, 
Charles Lambie and a young man by the 
name of Rebrick. He made plans and 
records of the wells that were drilled/' 

Mr. Upperman: “Did those draughts¬ 
men all remain with you until you left 
office?” 

Mr. Miller: “No, sir; Walter Lovegrove 
left the later part of June. The first that 
I knew that he was going to leave me I 
learned from Emil Swenson, at the dinner 
table at the Hotel Duquesne. He told me 
he was going to take one of my men from 
me, Mr. Lovegrove. Shortly after Mr. 
Lovegrove came personally and said he 
had been asked to help Mr. Swenson out 
in elevated railway matters. I told Mr. 
Bigelow, he promised me other men, but 
never got them. This left me short of 
men during June and July.” 

Mr. Upperman: “Did Mr. Lovegrove 
tell you himself that he was going to 
work for elevated people?” 

Mr. Miller: “Yes, sir.” 

Mr. Upperman: “This man was im¬ 
portant to you upon plans and specifica¬ 
tions?” 

Mr. Miller: “Yes, sir; was familiar 
with every detail and I could trust him 
in the work.” 

Mr. Upperman: “What time was this 
man taken from your office?” 

Mr. Miller: “About June 25th.” 

Mr. Upperman: “During all that time 
were you short of competent draughts¬ 
men?” 

Mr. Miller: “Yes, sir. Mr. Rebrick was 
also taken away from me.” 

Mr. Upperman: “Did you have another 
draughtsman ?” 

Mr. Miller: “I had Mr. Chase.” 

Mr. Upperman: “Had you any others?” 

Mr. Miller: “Had Mr. Wakefield. He 
did outside work, and made profiles of 
bottom of river, and connecting Brilliant 
Lamping Station with pure water reser¬ 
voir. Mr. Wakefield worked out details 
of pipe line across the river; made little 
pencil plans of it and made plan of mas¬ 
onry for outside.” 

Mr. Upperman: “You were not given a 
man in place of Mr. Lovegrove?” 

Mr. Miller: “No, sir; nor in place of 
Mr. Rebrick.” 

Mr. Upperman: “That crippled your 
department?” 
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Mr. Miller: “Yes, sir.” 

Mr. Upperman: “The elevated railroad 
was more important than filtration?” 

Mr. Lambie: “It is very important for 
this committee to know what became of 
plans that you had completed and pre¬ 
pared.” 

Mr. Miller: “I left all the plans in the 
office of the Filtration bureau. I took a 
general receipt from Mr. Bigelow of four 
lots of plans.” 

Mr. Lambie: “Have you the receipt?” 

Mr. Miller: “Yes, sir.” 

Mr. Lambie: “Have you it with you?” 

Mr. Miller: “No, sir.” 

Mr. Lambie: “Did it enumerate the 
plans?” 

Mr. Miller: “No, sir. It was a general 
receipt for four lots of plans.” 

Mr. Lambie: “You left the plans in the 
office?” 

Mr. Miller: “Yes, sir; in the office I had 
occupied.” 

Mr. Lambie: “In your desk?” 

Mr. Miller; “They were left with Mr. 
Chase.” 

Mr. Lambie: “Do you know what be¬ 
came of them?” 

Mr. Miller: “I do not know.” 

Mr. Lambie: “Was your name put upon 
plans that you prepared?” 

Mr. Miller: “Yes, sir; Mr. Hazen and 
I signed them. M.y name was on forty- 
two plans.” 

Mr. Lambie: “Those plans went into 
the possession of the director, and you 
got the director’s receipt?” 

Mr. Miller: “Yes, sir.” 

Mr. Lambie: “Are they now in the pos¬ 
session of the engineers at Aspinwall?” 

Mr. Miller: “I believe they are.” 

Mr. Lambie: “The plans you prepared 
are the ones being used now?” 

Mr. Miller: “Yes, sir; I believe so.” 

Mr. Leslie: “You stated that the plans 
and specifications you prepared would 
consume sixty per cent, of the money ap¬ 
propriated for filtration purposes?” 

Mr. Miller: “Yes, sir.” 

Mr. Leslie: “You stated that the pure 
water basin and piping would consume 
about eight months. How long do you 
figure, would it require to complete pump¬ 
ing engines?” 

Mr. Miller: “The longest time would 
have been in the construction of the en¬ 
gines. In about one and a half years you 
could have completed the whole plant if 
we had got the pumping engines.” 

Mr. Zahniser: “You had completed the 
plans of the inlet, two sedimentation 
basins, twenty-five filtration beds and all 
plpeage down to receiving basins?” 

Mr. Miller: “Yes, sir. All that was 
necessary were the specifications and 
prints and compare them and have them 
bound, and then we were ready for the 
advertising.” 

Mr. Zahniser: “How long would it 
take?” 

Mr. Miller: “About three weeks.” 


Mr. Upperman: “Mr. Miller, did Mr, 
Hazen approve the plans and sign them 
and recommend them to the director of 
public works for his approval, and also 
the specifications?” 

Mr. Miller: “Yes, sir.” 

Mr. Upperman: “The pure water basin 
was complete except making tracings?” 

Mr. Upperman: “So far as the engine 
house was concerned you could not draw 
those plans and specifications until you 
knew the size of engines?” 

Mr. Miller: “No, sir.” 

Mr. Leslie: “You intended to make 
three separate contracts?” 

Mr. Miller: “Yes. sir.” 

Mr. Leslie: “You left office August 1st, 
it is now the 9th of November, could all 
plans, specifications, etc., have been com¬ 
pleted by this time?” 

Mr. Miller: “That would depend whether 
they had let the contracts for the pumps 
and boilers.” 

Mr. Leslie: “If the proper effort had 
been made could the plans and specifica¬ 
tions have been ready to be let?” 

Mr. Miller: “I believe it could.” 

Mr. Leslie: “In your judgment, you be¬ 
lieve it could?” 

Mr. Miller: “Yes, sir.” 

Mr. Leslie: “Were any of these plans 
approved by the director?” 

Mr. Miller: “No, sir. He never indi¬ 
cated that he was interested in them.” 

Mr. Upperman: “Did he ever consult 
with you?” 

Mr. Miller: “No, sir.” 

Mr. Upperman: “Had he any communi¬ 
cation with you in reference to construc¬ 
tion of plant?” 

Mr. Miller: “He never gave me any 
order.” 

Mr. Leslie: “Under Mr. Wilson’s ad¬ 
ministration were you in consultation 
with him about construction of plant?” 

Mr. Miller: “Yes, sir; from three to six 
times a week. And when Mr. Hazen was 
in the city he was always present.” 

Mr. Leslie: “Did you all agree upon 
every proposition?” 

Mr. Miller: “Yes, sir.” 

Mr. Leslie: “Did Mr. Wilson have any 
anxiety about the completion of the 
work?” 

Mr. Miller: “Yes, sir. He was very 
anxious to complete it.” 

Mr. Leslie: “Did he give you all the as¬ 
sistance you needed?” 

Mr. Miller: “Yes, sir.” 

Mr. Upperman: “In order to expedite 
the making of the plans and specifica¬ 
tions, did you make your men work over¬ 
time, or upon holidays?” 

Mr. Miller: “We worked every holiday, 
except Christmas and Fourth of July, 
during my time in the office.” 

Mr. Upperman: “At any other time?” 

Mr. Miller: “Mr. Chase and I worked 
overtime many evenings. I worked at 
home on plans, checking and correcting 
























































them, and would bring them back in the 
morning.’* 

Mr. Upperman: “It said in the Pitts¬ 
burgh Leader, in its issue of last even¬ 
ing, so I am informed, that there were 
sixty odd plans missing from the office of 
the filtration bureau, and they were taken 
out at the time you left there. Is that 
true?” 

Mr. Miller: “I don’t know. I know that 
I didn't take them." 

Mr. Upperman: “You don’t know of 
any person having taken them, do you?” 

Mr. Miller: “I know nothing about it. 
When I left the plans and drawings were 
all there, and for which I received a re¬ 
ceipt from the director of the department 
of public works." 

Mr. Upperman: “Mr. Miller, have you 
any of the men whom were employed by 
you at this meeting?" 

Mr. Miller: “Yes, sir; Mr. Lovegrove is 
here.” 

Mr. Stockdale moved that Mr. Love- 
grove be heard. Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Upperman: “You are the gentle¬ 
man that was taken by Mr. Swenson?” 

Mr. Lovegrove: “Yes, sir. I went to 
the office of Mr. Swenson when I left Mr. 
Miller." 

Mr. Upperman: “To what work were 
you assigned when you went there?” 

Mr. Lovegrove: “To making plans for 
elevated railroad." 

Mr. Upperman: “How long were you 
with Mr. Swenson?" 

Mr. Lovegrove: “One day short of five 
weeks.” 

Mr. Upperman: “Where are you work¬ 
ing now?” 

Mr. Lovegrove: “I am now working for 
the city, at the filtration plant." 

Mr. Lambie: “There are to my knowl¬ 
edge forty-two plans that were prepared 
by Mr. Miller, when he was filtration en¬ 
gineer. I believe Mr. Knowles now has 
charge of the work?" 

Mr. Lovegrove: “Yes, sir; Mr. Knowles 
Is now resident engineer, and is in charge 
of the work.” 

Mr. Lambie: “What is Mr. Knowles 
doing with those plans, is he using them?" 

Mr. Lovegrove: “Yes, sir; every day. 
He is checking them and changing them.” 

Mr. Upperman: “Were the changes 
necessary?” 

Mr. Lovegrove: “I don’t think so.” 

Mr. Upperman: “You think the plans 
as drawn by Mr. Miller and Mr. Hazen 
complete and it is not necessary to 
change them?” 

Mr. Lovegrove: “Yes, sir.” 

Mr. Leslie: “What is the object in 
changing them?” 

Mr. Lovegrove: “I don’t know.” 

Mr. Lambie: “I want to ask you 
whether they are making any plans in 
place of those Mr. Miller prepared?” 

Mr. Lovegrove: “Not that I know of. 
They are just making changes in Mr. 
Miller’s plans; they are substituting some 


new plans, but using his plans and trac¬ 
ings to copy from.” 

Mr. Stonerod: “During the five weeks 
that you were under the employment of 
the elevated railroad, from whom did you 
receive pay?” 

Mr. Lovegrove: “From Mr. Swenson." 

Mr. Stonerod: “Were you on the pay 
roll of the city?" 

Mr. Lovegrove: “No, sir." 

Mr. Stonerod: “Did you go to the ele¬ 
vated roads on your own accord?” 

Mr. Lovegrove: “Yes, sir. I made ap¬ 
plication for the position." 

Mr. Stonerod: “Who got you the posi¬ 
tion?" 

Mr. Lovegrove: “I understood that I 
got the position through friends of ripne 
on Fourth avenue, but afterwards under¬ 
stood that Mr. Bigelow was also instru¬ 
mental in my getting the position. Mr. 
Bigelow said that he had as much to do 
with it as I had.” 

Mr. Stonerod: “Would you mind tell¬ 
ing your friend’s name on Fourth avenue 
who got you the position?" 

Mr. Lovegrove: “No, sir. It was Mr. 
McNeil, of Patterson and McNeil.” 

Mr. Stonerod: “How did you happen to 
come back to the City?” 

Mr. Lovegrove: “I heard from Mr. Mil¬ 
ler that I was to be transferred to the 
city." 

Mr. Upperman: “Would the elevated 
railroad people give you steady employ¬ 
ment the same as the City?” 

Mr. Lovegrove: “Yes, sir; I heard the 
position would last from five to six 
years." 

Mr. Lambie: ‘‘You continued there 
about five weeks and were transferred 
back?" 

Mr. Lovegrove: “Yes, sir." 

Mr. Douthett: “At whose instance are 
the plans being changed?" 

Mr. Lovegrove: “Mr. Knowles." 

Mr. Leslie: “Have you made any prog¬ 
ress in connection with this matter since 
the first of August?" 

Mr. Lovegrove: “They have changed 
plans of pure water reservoir and pipe 
line, but no drawings are made." 

Mr. Leslie: “Were the changes neces¬ 
sary?" 

Mr. Lovegrove: “No, sir; I think not." 

Mr. Leslie: “Are the changes improve¬ 
ments over plans Mr. Miller drew?" 

Mr. Lovegrove: “I can’t say." 

Mr. McNeil: “You were conversant 
with drilling test wells?" 

Mr. Lovegrove: “I was not." 

Mr. McNeil: “Do you know whether it 
was necessary?" 

Mr. Lovegrove: “I do not, but I went 
out to Aspinwall to see them." 

Mr. Lambie: “This young man is a city 
employee, he is under orders and he is 
bound to do as he is directed." 

Mr. Bigelow: “As far as Mr. Lovegrove 
is concerned, I am glad to learn that he 
is such a valuable man. Mr. Swenson, 













the engineer, came to me and I referred 
him to Mr. Miller, and he said he could 
use him. We just loaned him, that was 
all. I want to say as far as I am con¬ 
cerned that it was the 5th day of April 
that Mr. Hazen was here last, Good Fri¬ 
day, he told me, that he did the last work 
for the City. If the plans and specifica¬ 
tions were all completed as Messrs. Mil¬ 
ler and Wilson claim, and Mr. Wilson was 
conversant with the plans and specifica¬ 
tions he never signed them at all, and 
Mr. Miller and Mr. Hazen never signed 
them until July 26th, 1901.’' 

Mr. Wilson: “I wish to explain my po¬ 
sition in the matter. During my term in 
office it had always been my custom not 
to sign any plans or specifications until 
we were ready to advertise for proposals 
for the work. I had approved these plans 
and would have signed them.” 

Mr. Bigelow: “As far as these plans 
are concerned, on the 26th day of July Mr. 
Miller signed these plans without consult¬ 
ing me, and on the 28th day of July he 
brought requisition to my office for blue 
print paper, which I signed; the blue 
prints are not in my office.” 

Mr. Wainwright: “Could you make 
plans for those engines?” 

Mr. Bigelow: “I could of have had 
them prepared.” 

Mr. Bigelow: “They talk of dividing 
this up into two or three contracts, you 
cannot do that. The law is that it be let 
in one contract. We are working on 
these plans as hard as we can. Mr. Hazen 
was here a few days ago, and will be here 
in a few days again.” 

Mr. Clark: “Why cannot this be di¬ 
vided up into more than one contract?” 

Mr. Bigelow: “Because it is the law, 
the City Attorney so informed me, and I 
am not responsible for the law.” 

Mr. Clark: “But why can’t it?” 

Mr. Bigelow: “Because the money was 
all appropriated in one item, and the con¬ 
tract will have to be let the same way.” 

Mr.CJark; “Oh, I thought something in 
the new charter said that it could not be 
divided up.” 

Mr. Lambie: “To what extent have you 
adopted the plans made by Mr. Miller, 
if at all?” 

Mr. Bigelow: “We have practically 
adopted them.” 

Mr. Leslie: “When was Mr. Hazen 
here last?” 

Mr. Bigelow; “Within a week, I be¬ 
lieve.” 

Mr. Leslie: “Was it his first visit since 
the first of last August?” 

Mr. Bigelow: “Mr. Hazen up to the 15th 
of Anril had an agreement with Mr. Mil¬ 
ler to come every two weeks, but at that 
date he was told not to come any more.” 

Mr. Lambie: “I don’t suppose you are 
responsible for what I am going to ask, 
but it has been published in the news¬ 
papers that by referring the ordinance to 
this committee it has delayed the work. 

I find, on referring to the ordinance, that 
it was introduced in Councils on Septem¬ 
ber 9th, 1901. Suppose it had been then 
approved, would you have been ready at 


any time after that to advertise for pro¬ 
posals for the contract? It came to our 
branch of Councils on October 14th, and 
was referred to this committee. If at 
that time It had been passed, w*ould you 
have been even then prepared to adver¬ 
tise?” 

Mr. Bigelow: “No, sir.” 

Mr. Lambie: “Then it has not been de¬ 
layed by a reference to this Committee?” 

Mr. Bigelow*: “No, sir; I never said it 
was.” 

Mr. Leslie: “Mr. Miller, you are charg¬ 
ed by Director Bigelow of getting blue 
print' paper and taking away blue prints. 
Did you?” 

Mr. Miller: No, sir.” 

Mr. Bigelow: “No, sir; I never said 
that. I said they were not there now.” 

Mr. Clark: “Mr. Bigelow stated here 
that it would be impossible to let con¬ 
tracts separate on account of the law. 
Mr. Bigelow is not interested in the work. 
His heart is not in the work.” 

Mr. Bigelow: “That is not so. Take 
that back.” 

Mr. Clark: “I was informed by a 
member of the filtration commission that 
Mr. Bigelow was not interested in the 
work, and would not try to hurry it. I 
am much opposed to this committee mak¬ 
ing a report on the ordinance without 
seeing the plans.” 

Mr. Lambie: “Mr. Bigelow, suppose 
that this committee was to return this 
ordinance on Monday affirmatively, and 
Select Council passed it, when would you 
be ready to advertise?” 

Mr. Bigelow: “I can’t say. Probably 
a month.” 

Mr. Lambie: “It is a mere estimate on 
your part?” 

Mr. Bigelow: “Yes, sir.” 

Mr. Clark: “Is it correct, as stated by 
Mr. Miller, that you never visited his 
office to see the plans?” 

Mr. Bigelow; “I don’t know that I did.” 
Mr. Clark: “But did you?” 

Mr. Bigelow: “If I had visited there 
he would say so.” 

Mr. Clark: “In making one letting of 
the contract, what will you do about the 
pumps?” 

Mr. Bigelow: “Let the pumps to the 
same contractor as the balance of the 
work.” 

Mr. Wilson: “Mr. Chairman, I did not 
have any arrangement with Mr. Hazen 
for him to come every two weeks. He 
was to come only when necessary. The 
ordinance authorizing me to employ him 
covered the ground pretty thoroughly. I 
did not w*ant him to come oftener than 
necessary, so that his services would not 
exceed the hundred days, which was to 
constitute a year’s service. He received 
$ 4,000 for the year’s service, and so much 
a day for every day over 100 days.” 

Mr. Clark: “Has Mr. Hazen’s time ex¬ 
pired, Mr. Bigelow?” 

Mr. Bigelow: “No, sir; he is still in the 
employ of the city.” 









Mr. Douthett: “Why is it that the 
plans are not ready?” 

Mr. Bigelow: “They are working on 
them now as fast as possible, I am giv¬ 
ing them every advantage to work as fast 
as possible.” 

Mr. Leslie: “I move that this matter

Gentlemen: —Your committee, appointed 
on October 8th, lOOl, to make inquiry Into C. 
C. Bill No. 1725. C. C. Bill No. 1726 and C.C. Bill 
No. 1740, respectfully report as follows : 

That said committee met on November 6th, 
1901, and heard Director Bigeiow, whom it 
had invited to be present. Director Bigelow 
stated that it was not true that three of the 
five horses mentioned in Ordinance C. C, Bill 
No. 1725, bad died; that he personally pur¬ 
chased said five horses last summer at a little 
less than 8250.00 a piece; that he did not adver¬ 
tise or receive any bids; that he does not at 
present need all of ihe ten horses mentioned 
in Ordinance C.C. Bill No. 1726; that he has 
not already purchased the six street sweepers 
mentioned in Ordinance C. C. Bill No. 1740; 
and that he does not need all of the six street 
sweepers now. 

Your Committee finds that it is impos¬ 
sible for it to determine definitely whether 
said three horses are dead or alive. Direc¬ 
tor Bigelow stated that they are living, 
but produced no proof. While your 
commit'ee is informed from other sources, 
and the statement of Mr. Barry on the 
floor of Councils, that said horses are dead. 
Whether dead or alive your committee finds 
that Director Bigelow purchased said five 
horses In violation of the law, Section 1, Arti¬ 
cle XV. new Charter, which reads: “All con¬ 
tracts relating to city affairs shall be let to the 
lowest responsible bidder afier reasonable 
notice.” This was not done, as no bids were 
taken by Director Bigelow. The section fur¬ 
ther reads: “ When the contract exceeds 82-50, 
such notice shall be by advertisement; when 
less than that amount advertisement may be 
dispensed with.” This was not done by Direc¬ 
tor Bigelow. Said section furl her says: “Every 
contract shall be let by the City Recorder and 
head of the proper department, and all bids 
shall be received Publicly by them, at a time 
and place to be designated in the advertise¬ 
ment or notice to bidders, and shall be opened 
at said meeting, and the figures stat d to 
bidders then present.” This was also not done 
by Director Bigelow. 

Your committee therefore receommetids 
that Ordinance C.C. BUI No. 1725, should be 
indefinitely postponed, as it is unlikely the 
Recorder would sign it If passed, being clearly 
a violation of the law. 

Your committee further finds that Ordi¬ 
nances C. ( 3 . Bill No. 1726 and C. C. Bill No. 
1710, are what might be called “Omnibus 
Ordinances,” similar to the omnibus ordi¬ 
nance under which Di ector Bigelow employs 
men in his department, without consent of 
councils, and therefore wholly inadvisable. 

Your com mittee further finds that the streets 
of Pittsburgh are now In a deplorable con¬ 
dition, only little repairing having been done 
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In the last three or four months, and little or 
no hi tempt made to keep them clean and 
healthy, and therefore recommends that 
\t hat ever horses and sweepers are in Immedi¬ 
ate need should be inserted in the said ordi¬ 
nance, hut. your committee was unable to 
ascertain from Director Bigelow what that 
number is, and therefore recommends that 
the said ordinances be held until such infor¬ 
mation is obtained hd(1 proper amendments 
made lo said oidinanc* a.

The temperate zone, the 
western world, this mighty republican nation, 
this great Keystone State, the centre of the 
“great State of AI egheny County;” magnifi¬ 
cent rivers, fertile valleys, hills stored with 
coal and covered with wealth, earth beneath 
full of oil and gas, riches stored every where, 
above, beneath and around, as nowhere else 
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on earth. Natural resources of nature every* 
where, awaiting muscle and brain, touch and 
skill of man, “a city beautiful for situation, 
the joy of the whole earth.” 

These are the material blessings that we are 
surrounded with by Him who holdeth the 
wealth of the Nations in His hands, to convert 
by work and labor, muscle and brain, skill and 
intelligence, into wealth, prosperity, happiness 
and greatness, in the development of the full¬ 
ness of these natural and material resources 
In the center of these wonderful activities. 

Many of our citizens, by their achievements 
in the industrial, manufacturing and com¬ 
mercial world, have attracted the attention of 
their fellow men everywhere, and stand in 
genuine greatness as citizens of no mean city.

And, as we are in the midst of a new era 
of unbounded prosperity and progress, and 
there is a tendency towards an awak¬ 
ening civic pride in our midst for the 
general good, welfare, peace and comfort 
of our people, I would lurther suggest that 
said commission examine into the neces¬ 
sity and feasibility of establishing and locating 
public baths in the congested portions of our 
city, so that the health and cleanliness, and 
life and happiness of our people, may be en¬ 
hanced. And, also, that places of public com¬ 
fort for men, women and children may be lo¬ 
cated In our public parks and in thecongested 
and overcrowded business portions of our 
great city. And such other material and mu¬ 
nicipal improvements as they may deem wise 


to call your attention to and recommend for 
your consideration. 

I, would, therefore, as City Recorder, most 
respectfully urge that you would carefully 
consider these matters, and, if consistent with 
your sense of public propriety and necessity, 
you authorize the appointment of the afore¬ 
said commission to report these things for 
your consideration at an early day, together 
with the mode and manner of paying for and 
placing the same among the municipal im¬ 
provements of our city.

The ratios of representation were ascer¬ 
tained by dividing the total number of taxa¬ 
bles by 40, the divisor fixed by Act of 
Assembly, and are as follows: 

The number of resident, taxables necessary 
for one member, 2,425; for two members, 3,8a0; 
for three members, 6,305; for four members, 
8,730. In accordance with these ratios, the 
Fourteenth ward is entitled to four members; 
the Twentieth ward, to three members. The 
following wards are entitled to two members 
each; Eleventh, Thirteenth, Sixteenth, 
Seventeenth, Nineteenth, Twenty-first, Twen¬ 
ty-third and Twenty-seventh wards. The 
balance of the wards will each have one 
member. 

Under this apportionment, Common Coun¬ 
cil will consist of fifty-one members. The 
Fourteenth and Twenty-seventh wards will 
each gain one member.

Whereas, It Is fitting, under the circum¬ 
stances, that this body should express its 


estimate of his worth and the esteem with 
which the members regard him; it is there¬ 
fore 

Resolved , That Mr, Lambte, during all his 
term of service, has displayed great regard 
for the welfare of the entire city, and at the 
same time jealously guarded the interests of 
his Immediate constituents; that he has 
always acted conservatively and honestly on 
all matters brought before this body, display¬ 
ing wise judgment In all his actions; that as 
a presiding officer he has been impartial and 
fair in all his rulings; that in his intercourse 
with his fellow-members he has been 
courteous, kind and friendly, and has won 
for himself the esteem and respect of all. 

Which was read. 

The Clerk called Mr. Murphy to the 
chair. 

Mr. Johnston moved

spread upon the minutes of Council. 

The Chair having called for remarks, • 

Privilege of the floor was granted Clar¬ 
ence Burleigh, City Solicitor. 

And Mr. Burleigh said: 

“I have been deputed by the members of 
this body to perform what Is to rne a very 
pleasant duty, and that duty is nothing more 
nor less than to present a physical and sub¬ 
stantial token of esteem from the members of 
the Select Council to Mr. Lambie. 

“In the dark days of 1861 he shouldered his 
musket and went to the front to do battle for 
his country and his country's flag; returning 
after the war, he entered in the quiet pursuits 
of civil life, and afterwards lie was called by 
his own ward to be a member of this, the 
higher branch of the City Councils. Twenty- 
five years ago he entered on his duties as a 
member of this body, and since then he has 
served continuously, and for twenty-five 
years, without a break, has been the repre¬ 
sentative- of his ward in this important 
branch of the city government. 

“Daring this time he has seeu the city gov¬ 
ernment under charter after charter: he has 
seen the city wrought within and without by 
external and internal dissensions, anil he 
has, during all these changes, had the failh 
of his constituents, who time after time, with¬ 
out a single exception, regularly returned 
him to the seat he has so long and acceptably 
filled. 

"He has always done his duty and has done 
It well. A short time ago lie was elected 
President of the Select Council, which posi¬ 
tion he has most admirably filled. To-day, 
Mr. I>amble, as a mark of esteem and as a 












































substantial token of appreciation for what 
yon have been and for what you are, the 
members of Select Council present to you this 
clock, something on which the eye can rest 
and which will sometimes bring to your mind 
the regard in which yon are held by your 
fellow-members. 

“This body and everyone connected with 
the government of this city hope your re¬ 
maining years will be the most pleasant years 
of your life, and that your days may be long 
upon the land which the Lord, thy God.giv- 
eth thee, and that you will long retain the 
exalted position you All with so much credit 
to yourself and so much advantage to this 
municipality.” 

Attached to the clock presented by Mr. 
Burleigh was the following inscription: 


To 

JOHN S. LAMBTE , 

Prom the 

Members of Select Council , 

As a tribute to his faithful sei'vice 
as a Member of Select Council of 
the City of Pittsburgh for twenty- 
five successive years. 

January 8, 1877. January 8, 1902. 

Mr. Lamble said: 

“Mr. Chairman, Frllow Members and 
Mr. Burleigh—I t is true, as you have said, 
that twenty-five years ago to day I was sworn 
in as a member of the Select Council. At that 
time the Select Council met in the room on 
the other side of the rotunda. During the 
twenty-flve years that have followed my con¬ 
stituents have, time after time, re-elected me 
to the responsible office of Select Councilman 
from my ward. I do not see that I deserve 
such an honor, any more than I deserve this 
honor that you have done me to-day. It has 
certainly not been for any distinguished abil¬ 
ity on my part. I have always endeavored to 
do my duty as I saw ll and I believed it to be, 
and I don't believe any more is required than 
for us to do our duty us we see it and to the 
best of our ablliiy. 

“When I came here, as my friend has said, 
the city was in a far different position than 
now. The water works now in use were then 
being constructed. I remember well the day 
which was set apart fora visit by Councils to 
Inspect the engines at the Brilliant station, 
and duriug the inspection they broke down. 
The water works has long since been complet¬ 
ed. The paid fire department has been large¬ 
ly Increased. The city is now lit by electric 
light; then we used gas. The progress of the 
city has been steadily onward. I don’t claim 
that Councils are responsible for all flits, for 
the citizens had much to do with it, but Coun- , 
ells never retarded, nor never held back. 
They were always in the vanguard in making 
these improvements, us they are to-day iu 
making others. 

“During the cam pnigu now going on you will 
be subj»ct to attacks. I listened to a most 
bitter attack upon members of Councils the 
other evening, but said nothing. All I have 
to say is that duty requires us to act to the 


best of our ability, and to our own conscience 
to be true, and you have then done the full 
measure of your duty. It is not done by fol¬ 
lowing the advice and suggestion of others 
unless our own judgment and conscience may 
approve. But I didn’t come here to defend 
councils or my fellow members, as they are, I 
believe, able to lake care of themselves. 

“I have, during the past twenty-five years, 
met. very many men within this chamber 
from the different, walks of life. My learned 
friend, Mr. Burleigh, was at one time a mem¬ 
ber of tliis body, and the gentleman to his 
right, Dr. McCandless, was a member then. 
Judge Mellon, Judge Kennedy, Old Father 
Shiptori, James Littell and many more I can¬ 
not recall have served in this branch with me. 
Some have retired, and some have crossed the 
great divide and are now on the other side. 
Among them was the gentleman who used to 
sit over there but a short time ago, our friend 
McClearv. Also, Col. Dick Herron, Wm. A. 
Herron, Henry I. Gourley, George Booth and 
a number of others that I cannot now recall. 
A tear to their memory. 

“After I had been here twenty-one years, I 
was elected chairman of this body, and I am 
happy to say that, during the lour years that 
T have occupied the chair, there has never 
been an appeal from my decision. 1 do not 
say that I have never committed errors; I 
have committed them, but by the kindness 
and good will of my fellow-members those 
errors have been corrected without any ap¬ 
peals. There have been differences, but I 
firmly believe that, there Is no root of bitter¬ 
ness on I lie part of any of my fellow-members 
of Councils. I am sure that there is tione on 
my part. I to-day cherish for all my fellow- 
members a sincere and warm regard. If I 
have done my duty I deserve to be congratu¬ 
lated, and I am sure you believe that I have. 
As long as tny constituents permit me to 
serve, I will endeavor to serve them faith¬ 
fully. As to the emblem of your regards that 
you have so kindly presented to me, I beg to 
say I appreciate it most heartily, and trust 
that the prediction of Mr. Burleigh may 
prove true, namely, that It may tick off for 
me many more years of happiness and use¬ 
fulness. 

“Less than one year ago I did not believe I 
would be here to-day. My friend, Dr. Me- 
Candless, known how near I came to not 
being here. I have reason to thank him and 
my wife for Die care and attention which 
have restored me to health. If my constitu¬ 
ents care to return me to 1 his body In two 
years hence I will endeavor to perform my 
duly to the best of my ability.” 

Mr. Magree, member of Common Council 
from the Fourteenth ward, arose and asked 
tlie privilege of speaking upon the resolution 
on behalf of the members of Common Coun¬ 
cil. 

Which was granted. 

And Mr. M agree said: 

“Having served with our friend, I desire to 
say, on this occasion, that a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury is a long time, and ihese years have 
brought John laimbie from a young fellow 
of that period to a man of middle life round¬ 
ing out his work. lie served in this Council 
through different periods, when, as now, the 
town and party with which he was associated 
was torn by factional differences, and when 
the Republican party was almost torn end 
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from end. He lived through that period and 
served through it well. He has taken an 
active part in every debate or.any importance 
on the floor of this Council during his term of 
service. 

“At the end of twenty-five years all who 
have served with him are ready to speed him 
on his way, bearing the strong affection of 
his friends, the respect of ids opponents and 
the hearty good wishes of all.”

Gentlemen:— We, the undersigned, City 
Recorder and Director of the Department of 
Public Works, would respectfully state and 
represent that the South Tenth street bridge, 


! 


over the Monongahela river, has been closed 
for upwards of one year to vehicle travel be¬ 
cause of its unsafe and dangerous condition. 
Recently the unsafe condition of said bridge 
has grown so serious that it is deemed wise 
and prudent to appoint a commission of 
eminent engineers for the purpose of making 
a thorough and careful examination of the 
condition of said South Tenth street bridge. 
This commission was composed of W. P. Mil¬ 
ler, Emil Swenson. E. K. Morse and John 
Brunner. These engineers on yesterday, Jan¬ 
uary 16, 1902, made a personal and careful 
examination of said bridge, and made report 
in writing to the undersigned, which said 
report is hereto attached and made part of 
this communication, for the purpose of your 
full and complete Information on the sub¬ 
ject. Said report fully shows a highly dan¬ 
gerous condition of said bridge, both as to 
foot travel and to the river interests; It states 
that any high wind or further slight scouring 
of the river under the piers may atany mo¬ 
ment cause said bridge to collapse and fall 
into the river, carrying with it any person or 
persons who maybe traveling thereon, and 
imperiling the lives of any river craft who 
may be thereunder or near by. 

Your city officials believe that it is their 
imperative duty to take immediate action in 
the premises, and yesterday closed said 
bridge to any and all traffic. And acting fur¬ 
ther upon the report of said commission and 
its recommendation that in view of the seri¬ 
ous and dangerous condition of said bridge, 
“that it would be wise and prudent and safe 
on the part of the City of Pittsburgh to at 
once remove the entire wooden superstruc¬ 
ture, and the north river pier as well. This, in 
our judgment, would absoluely eliminate the 
danger to traffic on the river to steam and 
coal boats from the falling of this bridge, and 
would also save the city a considerable 
amount in the contract cost of I he new piers, 
if same can be constructed without the men¬ 
ace of a dangerous structure overhead.” This 
report was unanimously signed by all of said 
engineers. 

Your City Recorder and Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Works, believing that It 
would be to the best interest of the city, have 
advertised, this January 17th, for bids and 
proposals for the removal of the four wooden 
spans and the north pier of the South Tenth 
street bridge, across the Monongahela river, 
Said sealed proposals to close on Thursday. 
January 23,1902, at 10 A. M. And your city offi¬ 
cials are informed that the cost of the re¬ 
moval of said South Tenth street bridge and 
said pier will not be in excess of the sum of 
312,000, and will be a great advantage and 
saving to the city. We, therefore, further 
unite in requesting the passage of an ordl. 
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nance appropriating the sum of ten thou¬ 
sand dollars, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, for this removal contract. 

The removal of this bridge of course de¬ 
stroys a convenient and necessary public 
thoroughfare and highway between Second 
avenue and .South Tenth street, and must of 
necessity greatly inconvenience the traveling 
public and interfere with public travel until 
a new bridge can be erected. 

Bond money for the ereclion of this bridge 
has been available for upwards of two years, 
and your City Recorder and Director of the 
Department of Public Works earnestly urge 
the immediate passage of an ordinance 
authorizing the erection and construction of 
this South Tenth st eet bridge at an early a 
day as possible. And they recommend and 
urge upon your honorable bodies that a 
bridge fifty feet wide, which width would 
also include two six-foot foot-passenger side¬ 
ways and a 32-foot street roadway, which 
would give a public thoroughfare equal to the 
roadway on Fifth avenue between Market 
street and Wood street, which contains two 
railway tracks and side roads for vehicles 
going in either direction. 

A bridge of such a character, the City En¬ 
gineer states, will not cost in excess of $320,- 
oOOOO. 

As nothing can be done in the premises un¬ 
til legislative action has been provided for. it. 
is earnestly urged that you take prompt and 
immediate action upon this urgent and most 
important public business.

Dear Sir:— We, the engineers appointed 
to examine and report on the safety of the 
Tenth street bridge, crossing tine Mononga- 
hela river, beg leave to submit the following 
report: 

Having this day personally visited the said 
bridge, and after having carefully examined 
the same, we And that the north shore pier, 
adjoining the right of way of the B. & O. R. R. 
Company, is in bad condition, and although 
showing no new cracks, the old ones existing 
In said pier for several years past have, since 
the hridgo has been in the possession of the 
City of Pittsburgh, widened, to the personal 
knowledge of two of the engineers. 

The north river pier, next adjoining the 
above pier, is in the most serious condition 
from recent scouring; the lower or down¬ 
stream half of the pier being undermined to 
such an extent that the whole pier has tilted 
bodily down stream, throwing the courses of 
masonry nearly two feet out of level in the 
length of the pier at the water line, and in 
doing so the lower courses of the masonry on 
the down stream end have been crushed to 
such an extent that the pier is totally 
wrecked. In fact, we believe that this pier is 
now materially assisted in retaining its pres¬ 
ent position by the lateral stiffness of the 
trusses. This pier has not only tilted down 
stream, but is leaning very perceptibly toward 
the shore pier first above mentioned. These 
movements have been continuous and of re¬ 
cent origin, as is shown by large, fresh cracks, 
many of which are several inches in width, 
and whole stones, as well as large pieces of 
stones, have fallen out and disappeared. 


The south river pier and the south shore 
pier are bot h leaning toward the north shore, 
as evinced by numerous vertical cracks and 
crushing and fresh spalling of the stones in 
the bottom courses on the north side of said 
piers. 

The superstructure throughout shows the 
effectof the said leaning of the piers north¬ 
wardly, and even more so in its alignment 
from the tilting down stream of the north 
river pier. 

At this point the arches for a considerable 
distance from the pier have followed the pier 
down stream for several feet, taking the 
lower cords of the trusses along with them; 
the top cord remaining nearly in the original 
alignment, held there by the stiffness of the 
top lateral bracing, showing an overturning 
tendency of the superstructure. 

In general, the wooden spans of the super¬ 
structure show a very marked deterioration 
throughout since the city took possession. 

The vertical alignment is exceptionally 
bad. each span sagging perceptibly at short 
distances from piers and the arches having 
flattened very materially. 

After having carefully considered the con¬ 
dition of the bridge, as herein set forth; the 
critical shape in which this bridge uow is, we 
fearing that a sudden wind storrn or a scour¬ 
ing due to a freshet may at any time cause a 
collapse of the north river pier, and with it 
the whole wooden structure, we therefore re¬ 
spectfully aud unanimously recommend that 
the woodeu spans of this bridge be at once 
closed to all traffic and side weather-boarding 
be at once removed, thus removing a menace 
to life and limb, to traffic on said bridge, and 
minimizing the danger to river traffic be¬ 
neath. 

And we further find and recommend, that 
in view of the serious and dangerous condi¬ 
tion of said bridge, that it would be wise and 
prudent and safe on the part of the City of 
Pittsburgh to at once remove the entire wood¬ 
en superstructure, and the north river pier as 
well. This, in our judgment,would absolutely 
eliminate the dunger to traffic on the river to 
steam and coal boats from the falling of this 
bridge, and would also save the city a consid¬ 
erable amount in the contract cost of the new 
piers, if same can be constructed without the 
menace of a dangerous structure overhead. 

In these suggestions and recommendations 
we are unanimously agreed.

The petition of the undersigned, citizens of 
Pittsburgh, and others interested, respecilully 
represen i s: 

That the “Kedoubt,” familiarly knoun as 
the “Block House,” is situate in the First 
ward of the City of Pittsburgh, on a piece of 
ground conveyed by Mrs. Mary E. Schenley 
to the Daughters of the American Revolu¬ 
tion, a corporation organized under the laws 
ot the State of Pennsylvania, for the purpose 
of preserving and protecting the Block House 
as a historical landmark. The piece of ground 
aforesaid is ninety feet by one hundred feet 
<90 ft. by 100 ft.), located between Fort street 
and Point alley, extending along sald.street 
aud alley ninety feet (90 ft.) and having a 
frontage of one hundred feet (100 ft.) on 
O'Hara avenue. 


That the ordinance locating O’Hara avenue 
has been repealed and Fort street and Point 
alley have lately been vacated, and there is 
now no access to the Block House except over 
a strip of ground twenty feet (20 ft.) wide, ex¬ 
tending from Penn avenue ninety feet (90 ft.) 
to the property aforesaid, and by taking down 
the house now erected thereon. 

The “Block House” was built outside of 
Fort Pitt and as an outpost and defense 
thereof, and on soil previously covered by 
Fort Duquesne, and all these defenses were 
located on the “Point” or “Forks.of the Ohio.” 
This “Forks of the Ohio” was the strategic 
point for the possession of which the first 
blood was spilled in th Q great struggle between 
the Anglican and Latin races for l he control 
of North America, and was the basic position 
for the defense of American colonists in the 
extension of American civilization westward, 
making possible the existence of Pittsburgh as 
it is to day. Washington recommended a fort, 
to be built there in the winter of ’53 and’54 
in his report to Governor Dinwiddle.. The 
French constructed Fort Duquesne there Im¬ 
mediately after its capture by them on April 
17, 1754. General Stanwlx built Fort Pitt 
there immediately after the recapture of the 
place by the English by order of the immortal 
Pitl, who saw and understood its importance. 
The Block House stands in its original loca¬ 
tion, and is the only relic of these momentous 
epochs in the history of our country. 

The property between Penn avenue and 
Duquesne way and between Third street and 
Water street—the district known as the 
“Point”—is, or has been, owued by Mrs. Mary 
E. Schenley, and leased by her to various 
parties. There are no buildings erected there¬ 
on of any great importance or cost, and the 
section has not been heretofore an ornament to 
tlie city. Under negotiations which have come 
to your petitioner’s knowledge, it is oelieyed 
there is danger that upon this section there 
will be constructed large seven-story ware¬ 
houses and numerous railroad tracks, com¬ 
pletely surrounding the Block House lot 
above mentioned, and making extremely ex¬ 
pensive, if not impossible, any fulure appro¬ 
priation thereof to public or park uses. 

That the section, situated as It is at the 
Junction of the Allegheny and Monougahela 
rivers, is peculiarly adapted and very appro¬ 
priate for a park. 

That the downtown district of the City ot 
Pittsburgh is densely built up with high 
buildings, and likely to so continue, and a 
park, or breathing place, therein is much 
needed for the health and comfort of tlie 
citizens. 

That the devotion of mild section to a park 
is necessary for the preservation of the Block 
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House and its use as an educational and his¬ 
toric landmark. It would restore this famous 
“Forks of the Ohio” to a condition commen¬ 
surate with its strategic importance a century 
and a halt ago, and would be greatly con¬ 
ducive to the health and comfort of the citi¬ 
zens of the Oily of Pittsburgh. 

They, therefore, respectfully pray your hon¬ 
orable bodies to acquire, either by purchase or 
condemnation proceedings, the property be¬ 
tween Penn avenue and Duquesne way, ex¬ 
tending from Third street to Water street, 
excepting ihe portion now owned by the 
Daughters of the American Revolution and 
already devoted to park purposes, or so much 
thereof as will be necessary to save the Block 
House from being obliterated or obscured by 
surrounding buildings, aud dedicate the same 
for the use of a public park. And they will 
ever pray, etc.

A N ORDINANCE — Levying taxes and 
assessing water rents for the fiscal year 
beginning February 1,1902. 

Section I. Be it ordained and enacted by 
the City of Pittsburgh, in Select and Common 
Councils assembled and it is hereby ordained 
and enacted by the authority of the same, Thai 
for the purpose of providing sufficient 
revenue for the payment of the interest on 
the funded debt and to provide sinking funds 
as required by law for the retirement of said 
debt at maturity, for the payment of the sal¬ 
aries of city officers and to pay the ordinary 
current expenses of the city and for the dis¬ 
charge of other liabilities now due, or which 
may become due and payable during the said 
year beginning February 1, 1902, taxes shall 
be and are hereby levied and assessed upon 
all property and other objects of taxation, as 
follows: 

City Tax.— Upon all property taxable for 
State and county purposes Id mills upon each 
dollar of valuation, except the property in 
said city designated as rural, upon which the 
tax shall be assessed at two-thirds of said 
rate, and upon all property designated as 
agricultural the tax shall be assessed at one* 
third of said rate. 

South side Special Tax.— Upon all prop¬ 
erty taxable for State or county purposes 
within the limits of the former Borough of 
East Birmingham 5-10 mills. 

Beltzhoover Borough Special Tax— 
Upon all property taxable for State or county 
purposes within the limits of the former Bor¬ 
ough of Beltzhoover 2 mills. 
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The balance of receipts from said special 
taxes (after paying interest) shall be paid 
into a sinking fund for the district from 
which it is collected and shall be used for the 
payment of the special debt'of said district. 

For the purpose of defraying the interest on 
bonds ana for sinking funds and miscellane¬ 
ous purposes of the sub-school districts in the 
several wards of the City of Pittsburgh there 
shall be levied upon all property taxable for 
State or connty purposes upon each dollar of 
said valuation in said several wards the tax 
rate affixed to each designated sub-school 
district named herein, except'the property in 
said wards designated rural, upon which the 
tax shall be assessed at two-thirds of said 
rate, and upon all property designated in said 
wards as agricultural the tax shall be assessed 
at one-third of said rate, as follows:

Pittsburgh, March 17,1902. 
To Select and Common Councils , of the City of 
Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen 

Your honorable bodies have passed three 
railway ordinances, numbered and desig¬ 
nated as follows: 


1st. Select Council, No. 1209, entitled 
“An Ordinance granting unto the Pitts¬ 
burgh Southern Street Railway Company, 
its successors, lessees and assigns, the 
right to enter upon, use and occupy and 
cross certain streets and hghways in the 
city of Pittsburgh.” 

2d. Select Council, No. 1211, entitled, 
“An Ordinance granting unto the Pitts¬ 
burgh and West End Passenger Hallway 
Company, its successors, lessees and as¬ 
signs, the right to enter upon, use and 
occupy and cross certain streets and high¬ 
ways in the city of Pittsburgh.” 

3d, Select Council, No. 1210, entitled, 
“An Ordinance granting unto the Du- 
quesne Street Railway Company, its suc¬ 
cessors, lessees and assigns, the right to 
enter upon, use and occupy and cross cer¬ 
tain streets and highways, In the city of 
Pittsburgh.” 

The first ordinance, to wit, No. 1209, 
“Southern Street Railway, connects the 
Southern Street Railway on Twenty 
second street with its intersection with 
Sidney street; thence along South Twen¬ 
ty-second street to connect with the 
Pittsburgh & Birmingham Passenger 
Railway Company on Carson street, and 
returning by the same route to the place 
of beginning.” 

This is a piece of track some two hun¬ 
dred, or more, feet in length, connecting 
what was heretofore two systems of rail¬ 
ways, to wit, the Birmingham line and 
the Southern Traction Company, and un¬ 
til recently were independent and com¬ 
peting companies. This ordinance I have 
this day approved as passed by you, for 
the reason that it is not a system of 
railways and does not increase or dimin¬ 
ish the receipts of the present owners, 
but is a connecting and necessary public 
link, wholly to the advantage of the gen¬ 
eral public in case of fire and obstruction 
on either line, or the suspension of traffic 
on either line, or for the purpose of 
sending part of the cars over the route of 
the other line for the better convenience 
of the traveling public, and is a link and 
connection of public necessity, and of 
great advantage to the traveling public 
in that portion of the city. I deem it to 
be sound business judgment to enable the 
railways by such connections to accom¬ 
modate the traveling public anu facilitate 
rapid transit. 

The second ordinance, to wit, “Select 
Council, No. 1211, known as 'The Pitts- 
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burgh & West End Passenger Railway 
Company,’ on Fifth street at its intersec¬ 
tion with Liberty avenue; thence along 
Liberty avenue to Fourth street; thence 
along the tracks of the Second Avenue 
Passenger Railway Company on Fourth 
street to a connection with the tracks of 
the Pittsburgh & West End Passenger 
Railway Company on Penn avenue, and 
returning by the same route to the place 
of beginning.” Also, beginning at a point 
on the tracks of the Pittsburgh & West 
End Passenger Railway Company on 
Fifth street, at its intersection with Lib¬ 
erty avenue; thence across Liberty ave¬ 
nue to Ferry street; thence along Ferry 
street to a connection with the tracks of 
the Second Avenue Passenger Railway 
Company on Fourth avenue, and return¬ 
ing by the same route to the place of 
beginning.” 

Also, “beginning at a point on the 
tracks of the Pittsburgh & West End Pas¬ 
senger Railway Company on Penn ave¬ 
nue, at its intersection with Fifth street; 
thence along Penn avenue to a connec¬ 
tion with the tracks of the Citizens Pas¬ 
senger Railway Company at Cecil alley, 
and returning by the same route to the 
place of beginning.” 

This ordinance is of great public in¬ 
terest to the railway traffic of the West 
End section of our city, and also to the 
other system. First, that it connects the 
present Penn avenue system with the 
West End system by a strip of track 
several hundred feet in length in front 
of Joseph Horne & Company’s store, en¬ 
abling the companies to make through 
connections. The other two provisions 
provide expanded loops and terminal fa¬ 
cilities that will greatly relieve the pres¬ 
ent terribly congested street car travel at 
the corner of Market street and Fifth 
avenue, opposite Grogan’s jewelry store. 
They will relieve the present congested 
condition of affairs at the foot of Fifth 
avenue, that Is now almost Intolerable, 
and be wholly to the advantage of the 
public, because they enable the street 
car company to move more cars in cir¬ 
cuitous loops and direct connection, thus 
increasing the facilities to handle the 
large number of people that are always 
crowded at this point at certain hours 
of the day, and give the traveling public 
advantages, the want of which has long 
been felt at tnis point. And, like the 
former ordinance, does not increase nor 
decrease the number of people traveling 
nor the receipts of the company; and, in 
case of fire or obstruction of any kind or 
character, are of the highest importance 
to the many thousands traveling on said 
railway, and an easement that the city 
should not hesitate to grant. I do not 
hesitate, after a careful consideration of 
the situation of the street car traffic at 
this point, and of the plan of relief, to 
say that it is good sound business judg¬ 
ment to approve this ordinance, and I 
have, therefore, this day attached my 
signature thereto. 

With reference to the third street rail¬ 
way ordinance, to wit, “Select Council 
No. 1210, entitled, An ordinance granting 
unto the Duquesne Street Railway Com¬ 
pany, its successors, lessees and assigns, 


the right to enter upon, use and occupy 
and cross certain streets and highways, 
in the city of Pittsburgh,” 1 return the 
same to your honorable bodies without 
my signature. This ordinance describes 
the following route: 

“Beginning at a point on the tracks of 
the Transverse Passenger Railway Com¬ 
pany on Water street, at its intersection 
with Grant street; thence along Grant 
street to Seventh avenue; thence along 
Seventh avenue to Smithfleld street. Al¬ 
so, along New Grant street, from Seventh 
avenue to Liberty avenue, with the right 
to connect to the tracks of the Consoli¬ 
dated Traction Company at Liberty ave¬ 
nue, Sixth avenue, Fifth avenue, Dia¬ 
mond street and Fourth avenue, and to 
the tracks of the United Traction Com¬ 
pany at Second avenue, Third avenue, 
Seventh avenue and Smithfleld street.” 

This ordinance plainly establishes a new 
street railway, and contains a franchise 
of the highest corporate value, with pro¬ 
posed double tracks on the whole of 
Grant street and New Grant street, Sev¬ 
enth avenue and Water street, with all 
the connections mentioned in said or¬ 
dinance. 

Grant street, with our Court House, the 
great Frick office building and the con¬ 
templated Frick Hotel, and other large 
office buildings, and connecting directly 
the great depots of the city, will be the 
greatest cross-town street railway in the 
city—in my judgment, Smithfleld street, 
itself, not excepted. The approving of 
this ordinance would be granting a fran¬ 
chise of great value to the present street 
car monoply of the city of Pittsburgh; 
most valuable rights without any reason¬ 
able return to the city. And I am of the 
opinion that it is the overwhelming senti¬ 
ment of the people of the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh that franchises of such enormous 
value, as the one under consideration, 
should bring the city fair and reasonable 
compensation; and that public and muni¬ 
cipal property of such high value should 
not in the future be transferred to cor¬ 
porations without a just and fair re¬ 
turn. 

I believe it to be in the interest of the 
municipality, and in accord with over¬ 
whelming puolic sentiment of our people, 
that this ordinance should not be ap¬ 
proved.. 

For your further information I desire 
to say, in reference to this railway prob¬ 
lem, that the Philadelphia Company and 
the Pittsburgh Railways Company, by 
their respective Presidents, in a communi¬ 
cation under date of February 24, 1902, re¬ 
quested your City Recorder to appoint a 
committee, on behalf of the city govern¬ 
ment, to co-operate with their companies 
to study and solve the future problem of 
the congested condition of travel upon 
the street railways of this city, either 
through the medium of the present rail¬ 
way system, or through some other sys¬ 
tem or underground passenger railroad 
to the East End. 

In compliance with said request your 
City Recorder has already appointed a 
committee of distinguished citizens of 
your city, the majority of whom have 












accepted their appointment and are ready 
to confer with said Companies on this 
important question as soon as they can 
be presented with the plans and blue 
prints and proposition. 

In my reply to said communication I 
frankly stated that, in my opinion as 
City Recorder, the city would insist upon 
a guarantee of a reasonable return to the 
city for future street car ordinances 
granted; and if any part of the proposed 
additional service shall be elevated rail¬ 
roads, that the ordinance must contain a 
protective clause for reasonable damages 
to all property injured by reason of said 
elevated railroads. 


I am fully aware that the public is 
greatly interested in an early improve¬ 
ment of Pittsburgh’s belated and inade¬ 
quate transportation facilities, and to 
that end the city should be prepared to 
consider the terms of an early settlement 
of the general franchise question, In so 
far as an early settlement may be an 
important element leading to improved 
service; including municipal remunera¬ 
tion for large and valuable franchises 
sought to be granted. This question 
should be settled right, and settled at an 
early day, and I have no doubt that the 
committee will in due time present to the 
Councils of the city of Pittsburgh a prac¬ 
tical solution of the street railway ques¬ 
tion, improving the service, protecting the 
city’s financial interest, the property 
holders’ rights and accommodating the 
traveling public. 


The fundamental principle and demands 
being, first, the betterment of existing ac¬ 
commodation with regard to comfort and 
decency; second, compensation to the pub¬ 
lic in return for what the public gives.

JOINT SESSION. 


President Leslie said 

“The purpose of the joint session is to 
present to oi.e ol the oldest members of the 
common branch of Councils a token of the 
ol the esteem and fellowship in which he has 
been held by his fellow members of both 
branches of Councils. The presentation will 
be made by the President of Select Council.” 

President Lambic arose and said: 

“Gentlemen: I suppose the only person 
who doesn’t know why I am here is our 
good friend, William Addison Magee. 
Brother Magee, I come to yoU this after¬ 
noon with mingled feelings of sadness 
and pleasure. It is a pleasure because I 
have been delegated by the members of 
Select and Common councils and the 
many kind friends and well wishers who 
are gathered around you to present to 
you their congratulations on this the 
forty-seventh anniversary of your natal 
day, and wish you many happy returns, 
and to extend to you their high ap¬ 
preciation of the manner in which you 
have performed the duties of your office 
as councilman of the Fourteenth ward, 
and as chairman of our joint Committee 
on Finance. Sad, because at the same 
time I have been commissioned to bid you 
good-bye on your retirement from coun¬ 
cils after an honorable career of service 
extending for a period of 21 consecutive 
years, during 15 of which you have been 
chairman of our Joint Committee on 
Finance. If the members of councils will 
pardon me for a few minutes I will give 
you a short history of the career of our 
worthy friend in this body. It has been 
compiled by the clerk, and I have no 
doubt of its accuracy. 
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“In the year 18S0 the Fourteenth ward 
was represented by two members in Com¬ 
mon council. The persons representing 1 
the said ward being Messrs. W. R. Ford 
and M. Mawhinney. In the following 
year, 1881, the representation was increas¬ 
ed to three members. The persons elected 
were Messrs. W. R. Ford, W. A. Magee 
and William H. Johns, as shown by certi¬ 
ficate of election issue<J by the present 
Recorder of the city of Pittsburg, then 
prothonotary of Allegheny county. The 
election having been on February 15, 1881, 
and on Monday, April 4, of the same year 
the members wee sworn in and took seats 
in Common council. 

"Among the persons who were members 
of that council during that time were R. 
B. Carnahan, William B. Negley, Thomas 
J. Bigham, Christian Siebert, Patrick 
Foley, S. P. Conner, J. W. Ruhlandt (at 
present a member of Select council) and 
William C. Reitz (elected a member of 
Common council at the last election from 
the same ward which he represented in 
the year 1881—the Thirty-fifth ward). 
William R. Ford was the president of 
Common council and Henry I. Gourley 
was the president of Select council at that 
time. Mr. Magee was appointed a member 
of the Committee on Finance on April 11, 
1881. The Committee on Finance was a 
Select council committee and reported all 
business to that branch until the year 
1887, Mr. A. F. Keating, of Select council, 
being chairman. In the organization of 
councils in 1887, the Committee on Finance 
was made a Common council committee, 
and reported its business to that branch. 
Mr. Magee was appointed a member that 
year, on April 11. On April 25 he was 
elected* chairman, and was re-elected on 
the reorganization of the committee from 
that time until the present, having served 
21 years a member of council and the 
Committee on Finance and 15 years as 
chairman of the Committee on Finance. 

‘‘It is not necessary that I should refer 
to the manner in which you have dis¬ 
charged the duties of your office. Always 
attentive and careful, you have become 
thoroughly familiar with your subject 
before acting. It has sometimes seemed 
to me that in legislative bodies composed 
of many members, there is a disposition 
to regard the responsibility as divided and 
pass measures without sufficient con¬ 
sideration. As soon as legislators come 
to regard responsibility as divided and 
yield individual convictions without de¬ 
bate to the force of members, the pur¬ 
pose of our forefathers in having a legis¬ 
lative body composed of many persons 
fails. While it is undoubtedly right and 
proper that majorities should rule, a 
strong, Intelligent and vigorous minority 
is always a safeguard. A strong and 
conscientious man who has the courage 
of his conviction is entitled to respect. I 
may say of you, my dear sir, without 
flattery, that your fellow members of 
council have always believed that you 
were uniformly animated w r ith a sincere 
and conscientious desire to advance the 
welfare of this great city. You have 
made yourself familiar with her wants 
and gave to the study of municipal gov¬ 
ernment, most thorough, careful and con¬ 
scientious attention. You have been uni¬ 
formly courteous and uniformly cour¬ 
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ageous. While admiring these qualities 
in others, you have'not failed to require 
of your adversaries good and strong 
reasons for the faith that was in them. 
If these reasons were convincing and ap¬ 
pealed to your judgment, you yielded in 
a manly and graceful manner and ex¬ 
pected as much from them. 

- “We shall miss you at the committee 
tables, and your fellows will miss you in 
this chamber. We are citizens of no mean 
city. During the past 25 years the 
progress of this city has been steadily 
upward and onward, and her future his¬ 
torians, in writing the history of the past 
30 years, will find an honorable place for 
the names of C. L. and W. A. Magee. 
Both of you were faithful to her best in¬ 
terest, and contributed greatly to her up¬ 
ward and onward growth. In retiring 
you carry with you our most sincere and 
heartfelt wishes for your speedy return 
to health, for a long, useful and happy 
life, and for a triumphant entrance into 
that glorious land beyond the river. I 
think, my dear sir, in giving an expres¬ 
sion to these wishes, I but utter the 
sentiments of all the members of both 
branches of council, and of all the offi¬ 
cers of the municipal government, with¬ 
out regard to party politics. 

“But I have yet another pleasing duty 
to perform. We desire to present to you, 
before we separate, a slight testimonial 
of our esteem and regard. It is this most 
beautiful specimen of grandfather’s 
clock. It has two sets of chimes, one of 
which plays every 15 minutes, and at the 
expiration of each hour, before striking, 
It gives you a beautiful concert. You can 
shut off one or both of them at pleasure, 
and, by pulling the lever, you can have a 
repetition at any time of the concert last 
given. While it also gives the phases of 
the moon, I can assure you that it is not 
by any means moonshine. It bears this 
inscription: ‘Presented to William Addi¬ 
son Magee by the members of councils of 
the city of Pittsburg, March 31, 1902, as a 
token of their esteem and friendship, on 
his retirement April 7, 1902, after 21 years 
continuous service as a member of Com¬ 
mon council from the Fourteenth ward.' 
The whole is encased in a handsome ma¬ 
hogany case. If our wishes and prayers 
for you in your behalf are granted, it will 
long stand in your home as a memento 
of the kind hearts which now surround 
you. It will measure for you and yours 
many long years of life on God’s foot¬ 
stool, and ‘Oft in the stilly night, ’ere 
slumbers chains hath bound you,’ when 
every other sound of life is hushed, and 
the soul seems to be on the borderland, 
its sweet chimes may induce the thought 
that Heaven’s gates are ajar and that 
you hear the glad songs and glorious 
anthems of those who have passed 
through the gates. 

“Finally when time for you shall be no 
longer, when your day dreams and night 
visions shall have become glorious reali¬ 
ties, pass this token over to the loved 
ones who shall come after you and to 
them it shall bear witness of your hon¬ 
ored and honorable career. And now, my 
good brother, let me, on behalf of these, 
bid you adieu. We trust that you may 
again in the near future resume your 
place among us, but if not, if this parting 


























































is to be forever, God knoweth, then let 
tne commit you and yours to the care of 
Him who doeth ail things well." 

While Mr. Dambie was still speaking, 
City Clerk E. J. Martin and Assistant 
Clerk Robert Clark drew the cover from 
a magnificent hall clock that stood to the 
left of the president’s desk. It was a 
handsome and costly gift, the mahogany 
case standing fully nine feet high. As 
Mr. Lambie spoke the soft chimes sound¬ 
ed, adding melody to his words. 

Mr. Mhgee arose and said: 

“My friends, I am not accustomed to 
this. I have been placed in a good many 
positions, but I never exactly felt like a 
patriarch until just now. I have never 
had the feeling or felt so much overcome 
as now. I want to say to the members 
of councils that I thank them for their 
expression of kindliness, and for their 
kind remembrance. I am glad that the 
men with whom I have served In coun¬ 
cils at the time of my retirement, re¬ 
gardless of association outside of this 
body or of the difference politically, join 
in wishing me godspeed. It touches me 
indeed. 

“It seems to me that in the selection of 
your kind remembrance, it has been a 
happy thought that you should select a 
grandfather’s clock, as a grandfather’s 
wisdom has been one that brought the 
interests of this community and its wel¬ 
fare to my consideration. Your spokes¬ 
man has kindly alluded to the feeling of 
interest and of the affection that I have 
for this community and its people. He 
has spoken of the affection of my late 
brother for this community. 

“Why should I not love this place, 
whose people have been so kind to my 
people from the earliest days of the early 
settlement down to the grave? From the 
day.of the Virginia, or English, invasion, 
until this time have my people been in¬ 
terested here, and have been kindly treat¬ 
ed by those among whom they have 
lived. 

“And in each of the five generations of 
men who have lived and grown here have 
we found someone taking an active part 
in the administration of local affairs, and 
who have been more than kindly treated 
by the people among whom they lived. 
My great-grandfather, my grandfather, 
my father, and, more notably, my brother, 
who, of all tne men of our generation, 
gave most of the active years of his life 
to the advancement of this section, and 
at whose death gave back to the people 
of this community all that he had laid 
up, to stand as a monument, not of what 
he did for the community, but of the 
great kindness shown by the people liv¬ 
ing here to the men and the people of his 
blood. Why should he not love this com¬ 
munity? Those that have died in six gen¬ 
erations of our lives, lie burled beneath 
the soil. 

“I am glad you gave a grandfather's 
clock. It gives me pleasure to know that, 
if I were to receive a remembrance at 
all, this grandfather’s clock should come 
to me. We’ll take it to our home and be 
glad to have it among us, and as it marks 
off the time, I hope it will recall to my 
people the kindness, courtesy and great 


enjoyment I have had of being a mem¬ 
ber of the councils of the city of Pitts¬ 
burg. 

“The past years of my life, the most 
earnest efforts of my lile, I believe, have 
been spent in this body. I have had more 
enjoyment out of the work in these coun¬ 
cils than out of any other of the active 
works that I have ever taken part in. I 
have grown more and learned more from 
the work here than I ever acquired in 
school, or in any of the other work that 
I have undertaken. It has been my great 
good fortune to meet in this body, and 
in the committees of which the members 
of this body made a part, men who could 
have graced the Legislative halls of many 
of the States of the government of the 
United States. 

“As the president of the Select council 
has told you, it was my good fortune to 
serve here with the father of my friend, 
Mr. Bigham; with Robert B. Carnahan, 
with William McConway, with L. M. 
Plummer, with William R. Ford, with 
Dr. McCandless, and with the man who, 
for many years, presided over this honor¬ 
able body, George L. Holliday, who came 
to us from the Select council. I met in 
the committees of this body In that time 
David D. Bruce, from whom I never 
failed to learn something, although we’ 
often found ourselves on opposite sides 
of questions; T. W. Welsh, James S. At¬ 
kinson, and, if I went on, I mtght’name 
a host qf others, men who at all times 
brought into the work their earnest en¬ 
deavor; and though we might differ, one 
from another, yet I may say that the re¬ 
sult of the earnest work of the men who 
served in the councils of the city of 
Pittsburg was for the one common good, 
the betterment of this world-r.enowned 
municipality. 

“Another name I wish to mention, one 
that must not be forgotten, James M. 
BaUey. In the councils of the city of 
Pittsburg, and especially his work in the 
Water committee, he gave four years of 
his earnest effort to push to completion 
the betterment of the water supply. The 
result of his work brought great benefit 
to this municipality. 

“One other notable figure of my asso¬ 
ciations is that of my old friend, John 
Paul, whom I have known longer than 
any person. It has been a great pleasure 
to serve with him on the committees of 
these councils. 

“Of the younger members, who have 
come in within the last few years, earn¬ 
est, active and fearless men, and to 
whom, in the clash of conflicts, I at 
times may have seemed discourteous, I 
hope they will now accept my apologies, 
for nothing was more foreign to my mind 
than to be discourteous in those conflicts. 

I have never received, that I can recall, 
upon the floor of councils, anything but 
the most impartial treatment, and I have 
always tried to accord the same. 

“To those who have come in, and who 
will take charge of the new councils, all 
have my hearty good wishes. They not 
only have my hearty good wishes in the 
good results of their work, but I hope 
they will have great enjoyment and pleas¬ 
ure in their work. 

“I thank you.” 
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Mr. Thorn moved

No. 1332. Resolved , That the thanks of 
the Select Council are hereby extended to its 
presiding officer, Mr. John H. Lain hie, for 
the great ability, impartiality and courtesy 
with which he has discharged the duties of hts 
oliice during this session of Councils. 

Which was read and unanimously adopted. 
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Mr. Trimble arose and said, 

“Gentlemen: Our duties as members of 
the eightieth councils of the city of 
Pittsburg have terminated. How well we 
have discharged 1 those duties time alone 
can tell. If we have satisfied our own 
consciences we are fortunate. Our duty 
is not performed when we satisfy our 
constituents, although that is a consum¬ 
mation devoutly to be wished for. By 
our consciences we stand or fall. The 
councils now about to adjourn sine die 
has held 63 meetings. There have been 
presented in this chamber 1,335 papers, 
which includes papers of every character. 
We have passed 986 ordinances and 345 
resolutions. Many of these were of the 
greatest importance to the city of Pitts¬ 
burg. It has become customary to de¬ 
nounce much of the legislation of coun¬ 
cils as illegal and unwarranted by the 
laws of the Commonwealth. Yet, while 
the courts are always open to litigants or 
a combination of them, it is a remarkable 
fact that you may count upon your 
fingers without duplication, all of the 986 
ordinances, which, to use a common ex¬ 
pression, but strong, have been ‘knocked 
out’ by the courts. When you consider 
the fact that the majority of the councils 
are laymen and not lawyers, this is re¬ 
markable. In the estimation of your 
chairman, the labors, responsibilities and 
honors of your position as councilmen 
are as onerous and great as those of a 
member of the Legislature of the Com¬ 
monwealth. But we have come to the 


forks of the road—we shall never again 
assemble as members of this body. Some 
of us go into the next council, many re¬ 
tire. Two years ago we started out 38 
strong. Two of our number, William H. 
McCleary, of the Fourteenth ward, and 
F. E. Fieger, of the Twenty-eighth ward, 
have crossed the river; 36 of us remain. 

“Henceforward, our paths diverge. 
What God hath in store for us, He only 
knows. In this great city and her wel¬ 
fare, every one of you will still have as 
great an interest as ever. I charge each 
and every departing member to watch us 
who remain and those who shall become 
associated with us, as carefully and 
critically as you have been watched. You 
all know the difficulties of the situation. 
I bespeak at your hands an earnest and 
severe criticism inspired by honest hearts 
and not merely for political purposes. 
Whenever the honesty and integrity of 
the critic is suspected, his usefulness as 
a critic fails. Perfect fairness, truthful 
tongues and honest purposes ought to be 
inseparable, and are required of every 
living being. Without them, our lives 
will be miserable failures. 

“Wishing you and each of you a long 
and honored life, filled with God’s richest 
blessing and the respect and esteem of 
your fellows, I bid you and each of you 
farewell. 

“And I now declare the Eightieth Council 
adjourned sine die.”

whereby said Railway Company may re¬ 
locate, change, and change the elevation 
of, a part of the line of its railroad with¬ 
in the limits of said city. 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by 
the City of Pittsburgh,, in Select and Common 
Councils assembled, and it is hereby ordained 
and enacted by the authority of the same , 
That the proper officer or officers of said 
city be and are hereby authorized and 
directed, in the name and on behalf of 
said city of Pittsburgh, to enter into and 
execute a contract with the Pittsburgh, 
Virginia and Charleston Railway Com¬ 
pany and the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company in the following form, to wit; 

CONTRACT. 

THIS AGREEMENT, made this - 

day of-, A. D.-, between 

the CITY OF PITTSBURGH, first party, 
and the PITTSBURGH, VIRGINIA AND 
CHARLESTON RAILWAY COMPANY, 
hereinafter designated “Railway Com¬ 
pany,” second party, and THE PENN¬ 
SYLVANIA RAILROAD COMPANY, 
lessee of said railway company, and 
joining herein to express its consent to 
the making of this contract, hereinafter 
designated “Railroad Company,” third 
party, WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS, The railroad of said Rail¬ 
way Company enters the limits of said 
city and the tracks of said railroad with¬ 
in the limits of said city are laid, inter 
alia, along and across a number of pub¬ 
lic streets at grade; and, 

W T HEREAS, Said Railway Company 
contemplates a change of the running 
tracks of its railroad within the limits 
of snid city in such a manner as to abol¬ 
ish numerous grade crossings, secure the 
safety of lives and property, and pro¬ 
mote the interest of said city; and such 
change will necessitate, inter alia, changes 
in the location, elevation and number of 
said Railway Company’s tracks, changes 
in streets and highways, and the use by 
said Ra ilway Company of parts of streets 
and highways; and, 

WHEREAS, Said railroad and other 
property of said Railway Company are in 
the possession and use of said Railroad 
Company, as lessee thereof: 
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NOW THIS AGREEMENT WITNESS¬ 
ETH, That in consideration of the prem¬ 
ises and the covenants of the parties 
hereinbelow contained, it is agreed by 
and between said city and said Railway 
Company, by and with the consent of said 
Railroad Company, as follows, to wit: 

First—The city of Pittsburgh hereby 
assents and agrees that said Railway 
Company, its successors and assigns 
may, and said Railway Company agrees 
that it will, re-locate and change the ele¬ 
vation of its railroad and tracks in accord¬ 
ance with the plan hereto attached, 
marked Exhibit A, and made part hereof, 
and on such new location and elevation, 
construct, maintain, operate and use four 
tracks; and said city assents and agrees 
that said Railway Company, its success¬ 
ors and assigns, in making said re-loca¬ 
tion and change, may do or cause to be 
done, inter alia, the following things: 

1. Build a retaining wall of such di¬ 
mensions and kind as in the judgment 
of said Railway Company may be proper, 
over and along the southerly curb line of 
Breed street from Twelfth street to 
Thirteenth street, in connection with 
the overhead bridge proposed to be built 
by said Railway Company about two 
hundred feet east of the present grade 
crossing at Twelfth and Birmingham 
streets hereinafter mentioned, and con¬ 
struct and maintain the northerly ap¬ 
proach to said bridge on so much of said 
Breed street as lies south of said curb 
line between Twelfth and Thirteenth 
streets. 

2. Build a regaining wall of such di¬ 
mensions and kind as in the judgment of 
said Railway Company may be proper 
over and along the line of the northerly 
curb of Jane street from Thirtieth street 
to and across Thirty-fourth street, and 
construct and maintain a portion of its 
road-bed over so much of Jane street as 
lies northwardly of said curb between 
Thirtieth street and the easterly line of 
Thirty-fourth street; and, 

3. Build on suitable supports a bridge 
over each of the fonowing named cross 
streets, namely; Eighteenth street, 
Twenty-first street, Twenty-second 
street, Twenty-third street, Twenty- 
fourth street. Twenty-sixth street, 
Twenty-seventh street and Thirtieth 
street, for the purpose of carrying over 
said cross streets the said tracks of said 
Railway Company when re-located, and 
change the grade of Josephine street at 
or near Twenty-first street, and Twenty- 
second street in connection with the 
construction, maintenance and use of 
said bridges and in conformity to ordi¬ 
nances changing such grade to be passed 
by said city under its covenant in this 
regard hereinbelow contained. 

Second. Said Railway Company shall 
and will do the following things: 

2. Build for public use, with ap¬ 
proaches opening into Twelfth street and 
Birmingham street, across the railroad as 
re-located, an overhead bridge at a point 
about two hundred feet east of the pres¬ 
ent grade crossing at Twelfth and Bir¬ 
mingham streets; with a grade of about 


11.7 per cent on the northerly approach 
of said bridge ,as per Exhibit A, hereto 
attached. 

2. Locate, dedicate, open and construct 
south of the relocated railroad, as per 
Exhibit A, and of the dimensions and di¬ 
rections therein indicated, new streets 
for public use, as follows: 

a. A street from Welsh way to Bir¬ 
mingham street. 

b. A street from the Brownsville road 
to Josephine street. 

c. A street from Twenty - seventh 
street to Mary street. 

d. A street from Eighteenth street to 
Brownsville road. 

3. Remove its tracks from Josephine 
street, between Twenty-fifth street and 
Twenty-first street, after the re-location 
and change in it3 railroad and tracks 
contemplated by this contract shall have 
been completed. 

4. Permit the existing overhead bridges 
to remain at or near their present loca¬ 
tion, with the exception of the overhead 
bridge at or near Twenty - seventh 
street. 

6. Construct an overhead foot-bridge 
across said Railway Company’s Ormsby 
yards along the present line of Thirty- 
third street from Sarah street to the 
northerly line of said Railway Company’s 
railroad as re-located, and an under¬ 
grade foot passage, thence to Jane 
street, as per Exhibit A. 

6. With respect to property owned by 
said Railway Company on the southerly 
side of the proposed new street herein¬ 
before mentioned, to be dedicated by 
said Railway Company between Twenty- 
seventh and Mary streets, release and 
quit claim all damages tlierto .by reason 
of any future widening of said new 
street on its southerly side to a sixty- 
foot width, if and when so widened by 
said city. 

7. Submit plans in detail of the sev¬ 
eral changes herein enumerated in so 
far as they affect streets or highways, 
to the Director of the Department of 
Public Works for his approval, before 
any work on said streets and highways 
is commenced; provided, however, that 
in case the Director of the Department 
of Public Works shall refuse to approve 
said plans, the same shall be submitted 
to the Committee of Councils having 
in charge matters relating to streets and 
highways of said city and the approval 
of said committee, evidenced by the sig¬ 
nature of the chairman thereof approv¬ 
ing said plans, pursuant to a majority of 
said committee, shall have the same ef¬ 
fect as if said plans had been approved 
by the Director of the Department of 
Public Works as aforesaid. 

8. Pay the reasonable cost of grading 
Jane street between Thirtieth and Thir¬ 
ty-third streets to the present estab¬ 
lished grade, provided said Railway Com¬ 
pany is permitted to take and use gratis 
the earth removed therefrom in such 
grading. 

Third. Said city shall and will do the 
following things: 
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1. Vacate the following named streets 
and highways to the following extent: 

a. Twelfth street and Birmingham 
street where they now intersect said 
Railway Company’s tracks and within 
the lines marked on Exhibit A. 

b. Manor street from the westerly side 
of Sixth street to Seventeenth street. 

c. Fifteenth street and Sixteenth 
street, each from the present northerly 
line of property of said Railway Com¬ 
pany situate north of Manor street to 
Church street. 

d. Josephine street from the westerly 
line of Seventeenth street to the north¬ 
westerly line of the proposed new street 
hereinbefore mentioned, to be dedicated 
by said Railway Company and opened 
south of the re-located railroad to con¬ 
nect the Brownsville road with Josephine 
street. h,s per Exhibit A. 

c. Seventeenth street, Nineteenth 
street and Twentieth street, each from 
the southerly line of Edwards alley to 
the southerly line of Josephine street. 

f. Edwards alley from Twenty-third 
street to Twenty-seventh street. 

g. Twenty-fifth street from Mary street 
to Josephine street. 

h. Mary street from Twenty-seventh 
street to the easterly terminus of the 
proposed new street hereinbefore men¬ 
tioned, to be dedicated by the said Rail¬ 
way Company and opened south of the 
railroad to connect Twenty - seventh 
street with Mary street, as per Exhibit 
A. 

i. Twenty - eighth street from the 
southerly line of Mary street to a point 
about sixty feet southwardly of Har- 
cum alley, and as per Exhibit A. 

}. Harcum alley from Twenty-eighth 
street to a point about three hundred 
feet eastwardiy of Twenty-eighth street, 
as per Exhibit A. 

k. Jane street from Thirtieth street to 
a point about four hundred feet west¬ 
wards of Thirtieth street, as per Ex¬ 
hibit A. 

l. Thirty-first street, Thirty-second 
street. Thirty-third street, Thirty-fourth 
street, Thirty-fifth street and Thirty- 
sixth street, each from Jane street to 
Sarah street. 

t??. So much of Jane street as lies 
northwardly of its northerly curb line 
between Thirtieth street and the east¬ 
erly line of Thirty-fourth street. 

2. Change grades of streets and high¬ 
ways as follows: 

a. Change the grade of Eighteenth 
street from the northerly side of Ed¬ 
wards alley to Josephine street and of 
the Brownsville road near its intersec¬ 
tion with Eighteenth street, as per Ex¬ 
hibit A, and so as to enable the said 
tracks of said Railway Company upon 
the proposed new location to be carried 
over Eighteenth street by the bridge 
hereinbefore mentioned, and so as to en¬ 
able the street railway tracks now laid 
on Eighteenth street and the Browns¬ 
ville road to be lowered and to pass be- 
nea th said bridge.

3. Furnish all material and perform 
all work incident to all changes of grade 
of streets and highways hereinabove 
enumerated, or that may be necessary 
for or in connection with or as a result 
of the said proposed re-location and 
change of elevation of second party’s 
railroad and tracks, and assume and pay 
all lawful claims for damage or injury 
to property resulting from any of the 
matters or things agreed to be done or 
performed by the city under this con¬ 
tract; and wth respect to any and all 
such claims and all costs and expenses 
resulting therefrom or connected there¬ 
with, indemnify and save harmless sec¬ 
ond party, its successors, lessee and as¬ 
signs; provided, however, that second 
party shall not be entitled to damages 
for or by reason ot anything herein 
mentioned for or with respect to prop¬ 
erty owned by second party; and pro¬ 
vided, also, that the reasonable cost of 
the materials by said city agreed to be 
furnished, and of the work by it agreed 
to be done incident to changes of grade 
above mentioned, shall be charged to 
and paid by second party. 

4. The Pennsylvania Railroad Com¬ 
pany. third party, as lessee of said 
Pittsburgh, Virginia and Charleston Rail¬ 
way Company, joins as party hereto for 
the sole purpose of expressing its con¬ 
sent to the making of this contract.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY. 

Section 4. The Department of Public 
Safety shall be under the charge, di¬ 
rection, control and administration of 
one person, who shall be the head there¬ 
of, and whose official title shall be Di¬ 
rector of the Department of Public 
Safety: he shall be appointed by, and be 
subject and responsible to, the City Re¬ 
corder; he shall give bond to the City of 
Pittsburgh in the sum of fifty thousand 
dollars; and possess such qualifications, 
perform such duties and manage, ad¬ 
minister, supervise and control such 
matters as are now or hereafter may be 
prescribed by law.

BUREAU OF HEALTH. 

Section 9. There shall be and Is hereby 
created a bureau to be known as the 
Bureau of Health, which shall be at¬ 
tached to and be under the control and 
direction of the Department of Public 
Safety. It shall be the duty of the 
Bureau of Health to enforce and cArry 
Into effect each and all of the provisions 
of all the laws and ordinances of this 
city relating to the public health or re¬ 
ferring to any duty or office to be per¬ 
formed by the health authorities of this 
city. Such bureau shall also perform the 
duty of examining all plumbing, steam 
or water heating, gas fitting, house drain¬ 
age and sewers, and sewerage of all 
kinds, upon and In all buildings, public 
and private seeing that all work is done 
in a thorough and workmanlike manner 
and that all necessary’ safe-guards be 
taken to prevent the leakage of sewer 
gas from sewers, drain pipes, etc., un¬ 
der such regulations as are now or may 
be from time to time adopted by the 
Department of Public Safety. The chief 
plumbing Inspector and the plumbing 
inspectors shall all be skilled and com¬ 
petent plumbers and gAs fitters, of at 
least five years’ experience, and shall 
thoroughly understand house sewerage 
and drainage. All employes and mem¬ 
bers of this bureau shall be appointed 
by the Director of the Department of 
Public Safety. This bureau shall at all 
times be subject to such rules and regu¬ 
lations as may be prescribed by the 
City Recorder and the Director of the 
Department of Public Safety. This bu¬ 
reau shall consist or be composed of such 
persons, at such compensation, as Is now 
or may hereafter be fixed by ordinance. 

BUREAU OF ELECTRICITY. 

Section 10. There shall be and Is here¬ 
by created a Bureau to be known as the 
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Bureau of Electricity, which shall be at¬ 
tached to and he under the control of 
the Department of Public Safety. This 
Bureau shall have charge and supervi¬ 
sion of all the lines, batteries and appar¬ 
atus pertaining to the fire, police and 
signal service, and all wiring for elec¬ 
trical purposes within the city limits, 
whether public or private, in houses, 
stores or elsewhere. All employes and 
members of this bureau shall be ap¬ 
pointed by the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety.

There shall be and Is here¬ 
by created a bureau to be known as the 
Bureau of Building Inspection, which 
shall be attached to and be under the 
control and direction of the Department 
of Public Safety. The Superintendent 
and Inspectors shall have practical 
knowledge and be experienced in and 
about the erection, construction and al¬ 
teration of buildings of all kinds, and 
shall have practical and experimental 
knowledge of all matters pertaining to 
tht strength and safety of buildings and 
building materials of all kinds. A11 em¬ 
ployes and members of this bureau shall 
be appointed by the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Safety. This bureau 
shall at all times be subject to such rules 
and regulations as may be prescribed by 
the City Recorder and the Director of 
the Department of Public Safety. This 
bureau shall consist or be composed of 
such persons, at such compensation, as 
Is now or may hereafter be fixed by or¬ 
dinance. 

CITY GAUGER. 

Section 12. The City Gauger shall be 
and is hereby assigned to the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety; he shall perform 
such duties as are now or hereafter may 
be prescribed by law and the ordinances 
of this city; he shall be appointed by 
the City Recorder. 

FIRE ESCAPES. 

Section 13. The enforcement of regula¬ 
tions concerning fire escapes shall be in 
charge of the Building Inspectors and 
the Chief Engineer and Assistant Chief 
Engineers of the Fire Department. They 
shall elect their own chairman and adopt 
such rules and approve such fire escapes 
as they may think best adapted for the 
purpose, subject to the approval of the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Safety, and subject also to the Acts of 
Assembly and Ordinances of this city. 

EMPLOYMENT OF ADDITIONAL PA¬ 
TROLMEN. 

Section 14. The Superintendent of Po¬ 
lice, whenever directed by the Depart¬ 


ment, shall appoint and cause to be 
sworn in any number of additional pa¬ 
trolmen, to do duty at any place in 
the city designated by, and at the charge 
and expense of the person or persons 
who may ask for such appointment. They 
shall be subject to and obey the orders, 
rules and regulations of the department, 
and conform to the general discipline 
and special regulations thereof. 

The City Recorder may, upon any 
emergency or apprehension of riot or 
mob, take command of the police force, 
and appoint as many special patrolmen 
as he may deem advisable. During their 
service the special appointees shall pos¬ 
sess the powers and perform the duties 
of regular employees of the Department, 
and shall receive such compensation as 
shall be authorized by the City Recorder 
not exceeding that of the regular qfficers 
of the force performing corresponding 
duties. 

Section 15. The Fireman's Disability 
Board (formerly known as the Disability 
Board of the Fire Department) shall 
be composed and made up of the follow¬ 
ing city officials: The City Recorder, 
the President of Select Council, Presi¬ 
dent of Common Council, City Controller, 
the Director of the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Safety and the Chief Engineer of 
the Bureau of Fire, and the Chief Clerk 
of the Department of Public Safety shall 
act as Secretary of said Fireman’s Disa¬ 
bility Board with such compensation as 
the said Board may authorize. 

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

Section 16. The Department of Public 
Works shall be under the charge, direc¬ 
tion, control and administration of one 
person, who shall be the head thereof, 
and whose official title shall be Director 
of the Department of Public Works; he 
shall be appointed by and be subject and 
responsible to the City Recorder; he shall 
give bond to the city of Pittsburgh in 
the sum of fifty thousand dollars, and 
possess such qualifications, perform such 
duties and manage, administer, supervise 
and control, such matters as are now or 
hereafter may be prescribed by law. The 
said Director shall be and is hereby au¬ 
thorized to appoint and employ such per¬ 
sons, at such compensation, as is now or 
may hereafter be fixed by ordinance. 

This department shall have control and 
supervision of switches and switch li¬ 
censes, and weigh scales. 

BUREAU OF SURVEYS. 

Section 17. There shall be and Is here¬ 
by created a bureau to be known as the 
Bureau of Surveys, which shall be at¬ 
tached to and be under the control and 
direction of the Department of Public 
Works. The head of this bureau shall 
be a civil engineer of at least five years’ 
practical experience^ and shall be known 
as Superintendent of Surveys; he shall 
have supervision and direction of all 
surveys in which the said city is inter¬ 
ested, or which may from time to time 
be required, and he shall have the care 
and custody of all maps, plans and esti- 


























mates connected therewith, and all books 
and papers pertaining thereto. All em¬ 
ployes and members of this bureau shall 
be appointed by the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Works. This bureau 
shall at all times be suoject to such rules 
and regulations as may be prescribed by 
the City Recorder and the Director of 
the Department of Public Works. This 
bureau shall consist or be composed of 
such persons, at such compensation, as 
is now or may hereafter, be fixed by 
ordinance. 

BUREA OP CONSTRCTION. 

Section 18. There shall be and is here¬ 
by created a bureau to be known as the 
Bureau of Construction, which shall be 
attached to and be under the control and 
direction of the Department of Public 
Works; the head of this bureau shall be 
a civil engineer of at least five years’ 
practical experience, and shall be knowfti 
as Superintendent of Construction. He 
shall have the supervision and direction 
of all engineering In which u»e city is In¬ 
terested, or which may from time to 
time be required. All employes and 
members of this bureau shall be ap¬ 
pointed by the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works. This bureau 
shall at all times be subject to such rules 
and regulations as may be prscribed by 
the City Recorder and the Director of 
the Department of Public Works. This 
bureau shall consist or be composed of 
such persons, at such compensation, as 
is now or may hereafter be fixed by or¬ 
dinance. 

BUREAU OP HIGHWAYS AND 
SEWERS. 

Section 19. There shall be and is here¬ 
by created a bureau to be known as the 
Bureau of Highways and Sewers, which 
shall be attached to and be under the 
control and supervision of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works. The duties of 
- this bureau shall be and remain as now 
fixed by law and ordinances of this city 
pertaining to highways and sewers. All 
employes and members of this bureau 
shall be appointed by the Director of 
the Department of Public Works. This 
bureau shall at all times be subject to 
such rules and regulations as may be 
prescribed by the City Recorder and tho 
Director of the Department of Public 
Works. This bureau shall consist or be 
composed of such persons, at such com¬ 
pensation, as is now or may hereafter 
be fixed by ordinance. 

BUREA OF CITY PROPERTY. 

Section 20. There shall be and is here¬ 
by created a bureau to be known as the 
Bureau of City Property, which shall be 
attached to and be under the control of 
the Department of Public Works, the 
head of which bureau shall be known as 
the Superintendent of City Property. 
The duty of this bureau shall be to take 
charge of all public property belonging 
to said city, not otherwise conferred up¬ 
on some other department, including 
markets, city buildings, wharves, docks, 


and such other property of the city as is 
not specially conferred elsewhere. All 
employes and members of this bureau 
shall be appointed by the Director of the 
Department of Public Works. This bu¬ 
reau shall at all times be subject to such 
rules and regulatlins as may be prescrib¬ 
ed by the City Recorder and the Director 
of the Department of Public Works. This 
bureau shall consist or be composed of 
such persons, at such compensation, as 
is now or may hereafter be fixed by lr- 
dinance. 

BUREAU OF WATER 

Section 21. There shall be and Is here¬ 
by created a bureau to be known as the 
Bureau of Water, the head of which 
shall be known as Superintendent of 
Water Supply and Distribution. This bu¬ 
reau shall have charge and supervision 
of all matters pertaining to the supply 
and distribution of water to the public. 
All employes and members of this bureau 
shall be appointed by the Director of 
the Department of Public Works. This 
bureau shall at all times be subject to 
such rules and regulations as may be 
prescribed by the City Recorder and the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Works. This bureAU shall consist or be 
composed of such persons, at such com¬ 
pensation, as is now or may hereafter 
be fixed by ordinance. 

BUREAU OF ASSESSMENT OF 
WATER RENTS. 

Sectlon22. There shall be and Is here¬ 
by created a bureau to be known as the 
Bureau of Assessment of Water Rents, 
the head of which shall be known as the 
Superintendent of Water Assessments. 
This bureau shall levy and assess all 
water rents* and shall make return of 
the same to the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works, who shall report 
the same to the City Treasurer and Ctty 
Controller, as required by Jaw. This bu¬ 
reau shall be attached to and be tinder 
the control and supervision of the De¬ 
partment of Public Works. All employes 
and members of this bureau shall he ap¬ 
pointed by the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works. This bureau 
shall at all times be subject to such rules 
and regulations as may be prescribed 
by the City Recorder and the Director of 
the Department of Public Works. This 
bureau shall consist or he composed of 
such persons, at such compensation, a«~ 
is now or may hereafter he fixed by or¬ 
dinance. 

BUREAU OF PARKS. 

Section 22. There shall he and Is here¬ 
by created a bureau to be known ae the 
Bureau of Parks, which sh..ll be at¬ 
tached to and he under the control of the 
Department of Publie Works, and which 
bureau shall be charged with the con¬ 
trol. mnintenence. supervision and pre¬ 
servation of all the public parks And 
public squares of this city. All em¬ 
ployes and members of this bureau shall 
be appointed by the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Works. This bureau 
shall at all times be subject to such rules 
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and regulations as may be prescribed by 
the City Recorder and the Director of 
the Department of Public Works. This 
bureau shall consist or be composed of 
such persons, at such compensation, as 
is now or may hereafter be fixed by or¬ 
dinance. 

BUREAU OF DEED REGISTRY. 

Section 24. There shall be and is hereby 
created a bureau to be known as the Bu¬ 
reau of Deed Registry. This bureau 
shall have supervision and direction of 
the registering of all deeds of the city 
of Pittsburgh. This bureau shall be at¬ 
tached to and be under the control of 
the Department of Public Works, and all 
employes and members of this bureau 
shall be appointed by the Director of 
the Department of Public Works. This 
bureau shall at all times be subject to 
such rules and regulations as may be 
prescribed by the City Recorder and the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Works. This bureau shall consist or be 
composed of such persons, at such com¬ 
pensation, as is now or may hereafter be 
fixed by ordinance. 


BUREAU OF BRIDGES. 

Section 25. There shall be and Is here¬ 
by created a bureau to be known as the 
Bureau of Bridges, which shall be at¬ 
tached to and be under the control of 
the Department of Public Works. All 
employes and members of this bureau 
shall be appointed by the Director of the 
Department of Public Works. This 
bureau shall at all times be subject to 
such rules and regulations as may be 
prescribed by the City Recorder and the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Works. This bureau shall consist or be 
composed of such persons, at such com¬ 
pensation, as is now or may hereafter 
be fixed by ordinance. 


BUREAU OF LIGHT. 

Section 26. There shall be and is here¬ 
by created a bureau to be known as 
the Bureau of Light, which shall be 
attached to and be under the control 
of the Department of Public Works, 
and whose duty It shall be to at¬ 
tend to, supervise, control and manage 
all of the lighting in the streets, lanes, 
alleys, public squares or public places of 
any kind whatsoever within the city of 
Pittsburgh. The head of ths bureau shall 
be known as the Superintendent of the 
Bureau of Light; he shall be appointed 
by the Director of the Department of 
Public Works, and all employes and 
members of this bureau shall be appoint¬ 
ed by the Director of the Department of 
Public Works. This bureau shall at all 
times be subject to such rules and reg¬ 
ulations as may be prescribed by the 
City Recorder and the Director of the 
Department of Public Works. This bu¬ 
reau shall consist or be composed of 
such persons, at such compensation, as 
is now or may hereafter be fixed by or¬ 
dinance. 


DEPARTMENT OF COLLECTOR OF 
DELINQUENT TAXES. 


Section 27. The Department of Collec¬ 
tor of Delinquent Taxes shall be under 
the cha'rge, management, control and ad¬ 
ministration of one person, who shall be 
the head thereof, and whose official title 
shall be Collector of Delinquent taxes. 
It shall be his duty to collect all such de¬ 
linquent taxes as may be certified to him 
by the City Treasurer, as well after liens 
filed therefor as before; to at the proper 
time prepare and file liens of record 
therefor, in accordance with law, and 
upon blanks prepared by the City So¬ 
licitor, said liens to be signed by the 
City Recorder, and at the proper time 
to notify the City Solicitor, in writing, 
to issue writs of Scire Facias, or other 
writs, to properly revive the same ac¬ 
cording to law, and writs of execution 
for the collection of such liens or the 
sale of property thereunder, in order to 
collect the same, and who, the said City 
Solicitor, upon the receipt of s\ich 
written notice* shall proceed promptly to 
revive the same or to prosecute the same 
to judgment, execution and sale, In ac¬ 
cordance with law. All employes and 
members of this department shall be ap¬ 
pointed by the Collector of Delinquent 
Taxes. This department shall at all 
times be subject to such rules and regu¬ 
lations as may be prescribed by the 
City Recorder and the Collector of De¬ 
linquent Taxes. This department shall 
consist or be composed of such persons, 
at such compensation, as is now or may 
hereafter be fixed by ordinance. The 
Collector of Delinquent Taxes shall give 
bond to the city of Pittsburg in the 
sum of one hundred thousand dollars. 


DEPARTMENT ASSESSORS. 


Section 28. The Department of Aesses- 
sors shall be under the charge, manage¬ 
ment, control and administration of five 
persons, all of whom shall have been 
residents of the City of Pittsbugh for at 
least ten years, and' who shall be ap¬ 
pointed by the City Recorder. They shall 
from time to time make all valuations 
for purposes of municipal taxation. They 
shall classify and divide all real estate 
In the city into three classes, viz: Built 
up, which shall pay full rates; suburban 
or rural, which shall pay two-thirds, and 
agricultural, which shall pay one-half. 
They shall tri-annually make a valuation 
for all purposes of municipal taxation, 
and shall have the power to administer 
oaths. Any property owner shall have 
the right to be heard by the full board 
sitting as a board of revision, on appeal 
from any valuation. The assessment, as 
aforesaid, shall remain the lawful as¬ 
sessment for purposes of city taxation 
for such city until the next tri-ennial 
assessment to be made by such board of 
assessors, as herein provided. The Coun¬ 
cils shall, by ordinance, make all further 
needful rules and regulations for the 
government of this department. 











DEPARTMENT OF CITY TREASURER 

Section 29. The Department of City 
Treasurer shall be under the charge, 
management, control and administration 
of one person, who shall be the head 
thereof, and whose official title shall be 
City Treasurer. After the expiration of 
the term of the present incumbent he 
shall be appointed by and be subject and 
responsible to the City Recorder. He 
shall give bond to the City of Pittsburgh 
in the sum of one hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars, posess such qualifications, perform 
such duties and manage, administer, 
supervise and control such matters as 
are now or hereafter may be prescribed 
by law. This department shall at all 
times be subject to such rules an regu¬ 
lations as may be prescribed by the City 
Recorder and the City Treasurer, and 
shall consist of such persons, at such 
compensation, as is now or may here¬ 
after be fixed by ordinance. All em¬ 
ployes and members of this department 
shall be appointed by the City Treasurer. 

DEPARTMENT OF CITY CON¬ 
TROLLER. 

Section 20. The Department of Cit> 
Controller shall be under the charge, 
management, control and administration 
of one person, who shall be the head 
thereof, and whose official title shall be 
City Controller. The City Controller 
shall posess such qualifications and per¬ 
form all such duties as are now or here¬ 
after may be prescribed by law, and 
shall give bond to the City of Pittsburgh 
in the sum of ten thousand dollars. The 
Assistant Controller shall be appointed 
by the City Controller, and shall give 
bond to the City of Pittsburgh, to be ap¬ 
proved by the City Recorder, in the sum 
of five thousand dollars. It shall be his 
duty to act as City Controller and per¬ 
form the duties of City Controller in the 
absence of the regularly elected City 
Controller, or in case of the City Con¬ 
troller’s inability to act and in his own 
name to countersign warrants, adminis¬ 
ter oaths, and ‘do and perform all such 
duties as the reguarly elected City Con¬ 
troller might himself do if personally 
present. 

DEPARTMENT OF LAW. 

. Setion 31. The Department of Law 
shall be under the charge, management, 
control and administration of one per¬ 
son, who shall be the head thereof, and 
whose official title shall be City Solicitor; 
he shall give bond to the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh in the sum of ten thousand dollars, 
conditioned for the faithful performance 
of his duties; be a member of the bar of 
Allegheny County in good standing; shall 
have been admitted to practice in the Su¬ 
preme Court of the State of Pennsylvania 
and in the United States Courts of this 
District, and shall have been in active 
practice for a period of at least ten yean 
immediately proceeding his appointment; 
he shall as hereinafter provided, be the 
legal advisor of all departments ana 
officers of said city, and attend to all of 


the legal business of said city, and 
| neither the said city nor any de¬ 
partment or bureau of said city shall 
employ any other solicitor, but assistant 
counsel may be employed in any particu¬ 
lar matter or cause by the City Record¬ 
er; with the consent of Councils, but alt 
such assistant counsel shall he selected 
by the City Solicitor. 

The City Solicitor shall have four (4) 
assistants; they shall be appointed by 
the City Solicitor, and each of them shall 
have been fully admitted to practice law 
in the Courts of Allegheny County, and 
shall have been in active practice for a 
period of at least two years. 

One of the said Assistant City Solici¬ 
tors shall be designated by the City Re¬ 
corder as the “First Assistant City Solici¬ 
tor," and he shall have sole and exclu¬ 
sive charge and control of all legal pro¬ 
ceedings and all litigation relating to the 
laying out, opening, widening, straight¬ 
ening. extending and vacating streets 
and alleys, the grading, paving, macad¬ 
amizing or otherwise Improving streets 
and alleys; providing for assessing the 
damages to private property, resulting 
therefrom; the assessment of the dam¬ 
ages, costs and expenses thereof upon 
the property benefited; the construction 
of sewers and payment of the damages, 
costs and expenses thereof, including 
damages to private property resulting 
therefrom; the filing of Hens and the col¬ 
lections of all assesments, liens and bene¬ 
fits Incident thereto; and he shall con¬ 
duct all of such proceedings, litigations, 
matters and tilings, including the filing 
of said Hens, and all collecting aforesaid, 
from their inception to the close thereof, 
under his own name, and upon his own 
responsibility. He shall give bond in the 
sum of ten thousand dollars, to the city 
of Pittsburgh conditioned for the faithful 
performance of his duties. 

Each of the other Assistant City Solici¬ 
tors shall perform such duties os shall 
or may be prescribed, from time to time, 
by the City Solicitor. 

The City Solicitor is hereby authorir.ee 
and directed to appoint one suitable per¬ 
son to act as clerk and one suitable per¬ 
son to act as stenographer, whose duties 
shall be to perform such sendee and do 
such work as the City Solicitor may di¬ 
rect, and one suitable person to, under 
the direction an supervision of the City 
Solicitor, prepare for trial in Court the 
cases in which the city of Pittsburgh may 
be concerned, collect the evidence there¬ 
for, procure the attendence of witnesses 
therein, and do and perform such other 
service as the City Solicitor may direct. 

The City Solicitor Is hereby directed to 
appoint one suitable person to act as 
clerk and one suitable person to act as 
stenographer, whose duty it shall be to 
serve said First Assistant City Solicitor, 
and do and perform such service as ht 
the said First Assistant City Solicitor 
may from time to time, direct. 

The City Solicitor, and all of the ap¬ 
pointees or employes mentioned in this 
section, shall receive such salary or com¬ 
pensation as is now or may hereafter bo 
fixed by ordinance. 
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DEPARTMENT OF CHARITIES AND 
CORRECTION. 

Section 32. The Department of Char- 
and Correction shall be under the charge 
of one person, who shall be the head 
thereof, and whose official title shall be 
Director of the Department of Charities 
and Correction. He shall be appointed 
by and be subject and responsible to the 
City Recorder. It shall be the duty of 
this department to perform all such 
duties as are now or' hereafter may be 
prescribed by law. The Director of this 
department shall give bond to the City 
of Pittsburgh in the sum of fifty thousand 
dollars. 

Any employes of the Department of 
Charities and Correction, performing ser¬ 
vice for the City of Pittsburgh, at the 
City Home and Hospitals, at Marshadsea, 
need not be residents of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh* any law to the contrary notwith¬ 
standing. 

All employes and members of. this de¬ 
partment shall be appointed by the Di¬ 
rector of the Department of Charities 
and Correction. This department shall 
at all times be subject to such rules and 
regulations as may be prescribed by the 
City Recorder ana the Director of the 
Department of Charities and Correction. 
This department shall consist or be com¬ 
posed of such persons, at such compen¬ 
sation, as is now or may hereafter be 
fixed by ordinance. 

SINKING FUND COMMISION. 

Section 33. The Sinking Fund Commis¬ 
sion shall consist of five persons, to be 
appointed by the City Recorder, and who 
shall possess such qualifications and per¬ 
forms such duties as are now or here¬ 
after may be prescribed by' law or by 
the ordinances of the city of Pittsburgh; 
said comission shall have charge of such 
funds and shall make such investments, 
collect such incomes and perform all such 
duties as are prescribed by the Act of 
Assembly entitled, “An Act for the gov¬ 
ernment of cities of the second class," 
approved the 7th day of March, A. D. 
1901, and also by such other Act or Acts 
and such ordinance or ordinances of the 
city of Pittsburgh as may be hereafter 
passed. Each member of said commis¬ 
sion shall give bond to the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh in the sum of one hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars. 


POLICE MAGISTRATES. 

Section 34. The Police power of tak¬ 
ing informations, making arrests and the 
preservation of the peace, shall vest in 
the City Recorder and five Police Magis¬ 
trates, all of whom shall not be of tha 
same political party, to be appointed by 
the City Recorder according to law, each 
to act in such district of the city as the 
said City Recorder may designate. Each 
of said Police Magistrates, so appointed, 
shall give bond to the city of Pittsburgh 
in the sum of five thousand dollars, and 
shall have jurisdiction in all such cases 
and over all such matters as is now or 


may hereafter be provided by law. Any 
compensation payable to the said Police 
Magistrates shall be in lieu of all costs 
received by them, and all fees, costs and 
perquisites, together with all fines, and 
other money collected from whatsoever 
source, shall be by such Police Magis¬ 
trates paid to the City Treasurer of the 
city of Pittsburgh. 

There shall be and there are hereby 
created the following districts of the 
city of Pittsburgh, to wit; 

District No. 1. Beginning at the junc¬ 
tion of the Allegheny, Monongahela and 
Ohio rivers; thence along the south shore 
of the Allegheny river to Eleventh street; 
thfnce along the west side of Eleventh 
street to the Grant boulevard, including 
the Union depot of the Pennsylvania ami 
other railroads; thence along the south 
side of Grant boulevard to Centre ave¬ 
nue; thence along the north side of Cen¬ 
tre avenue to Allequippa street; thence 
along the north side of Allequippa street 
to Soho street; thence along the west 
side of Soho street to Fifth avenue; 
thence along the north side of Fifth ave¬ 
nue to Brady street; thence along the 
west side of Brady street to the Monon¬ 
gahela river; thence along the north 
shore of the Monongahela river to the 
junction of the Monongahela, Allegheny 
and Ohio rivers, the place of beginning. 

District No. 2.- Beginning on the south 
shore of the Allegheny river at Eleventh 
street; thence along the east side of 
Eleventh street to the Grant boulevard, 
excepting the Union depot of the Penn¬ 
sylvania and other railroads; thence 
along the north side of the Grant boule¬ 
vard to Monroe street; thence along the 
north side of Monroe street to the Penn¬ 
sylvania railroad; thence along the south 
side of the Pennsylvania railroad to 
Thirty-third street; thence along the 
west side of Thirty-third street to the 
Allegheny river; thence along the south 
shore of the Allegheny river to Eleventh 
street, the place of beginning. 

District No. 3. Beginning on the south 
shore of the Allegheny river at Thirty- 
third street; thence along the east side 
of Thirty-third street to the Pennsylvania 
railroad; thence along the north side of 
the Pennsylvania railroad to Centre ave¬ 
nue; thence along the north side of Cen¬ 
tre avenue to Rebecca street; thence 
along the west side of Rebecca street to 
Stanton avenue; thence along the west 
side of Stanton avenue to Morningside 
avenue; thence along the west side of 
Morningside avenue to Hampton street; 
thence along the north side of Hampton 
street to Haights avenue; thence along 
the west side of Haights avenue to the 
Allegheny river; then along the south 
shore of the Allegheny river to Thirty- 
third street, the place of beginning. 

District No. 4. Beginning on the south 
shore of the Allegheny river at Haights 
avenue; thence along the east side of 
Haights avenue to Hampton street; 
thence along the south side of Hampton 
street to Morningside avenue; thence 
along the east side of Morningside ave¬ 
nue to Stanton avenue; thence along the 
east side of Stanton avenue to Rebecca 
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street; thence along the east side of 
Rebecca street to Centre avenue; thence 
along the south side of Centre avenue 
to the Pennsylvania railroad; thence 
along the south side of the Pennsylvania 
railroad to Monroe stzeet; thence along 
the south side of Monroe street to the 
Grant boulevard; thence along the east 
side of Grant boulevard to Centre ave¬ 
nue; thence along the south side of Cen¬ 
tre avenue to Allequippa street; thence 
along the south side of Allequippa street 
to Soho street; thence along the east side 
of Soho street to Fifth avenue; thence 
along the south side of Fifth avenue to 
Brady street; thence along the east side 
of Brady street to the Monongahela 
river; thence along the north shore of 
the Monongahela river to the city line; 
thence along the city line to the city line 
on the south shore of the Allegheny 
river; thence along the south shore of 
the Allegheny river to Haights avenue, 
the place of beginning. 

District No. 5. All that portion of the 
city south of the Monongahela and Ohio 
rivers, from the Twenty-fourth to the 
Thirty-sixth wards inclusive, and also 
the Thirty-eighth ward. 

Each of said Police Magistrates shall 
receive such compensation as is now or 
hereafter may be fixed by ordinance. 

ORDINANCE OFFICERS. 

Section 35. The City Recorder shall be 
ant) is hereby authorized and empowered 
to appoint one suitable person as and to 
be known as General Ordinance Officer, 
and five other suitable persons as and 
to be known as Ordinance Officers, all of 
whom shall be under the control and di¬ 
rection of the Director of the Department 
of Public Safety, and whose duty shall 
be to see that all ordinances of the city 
of Pittsburgh, relating to produce and 
the sale thereof by carload lots or other¬ 
wise, coal, peddlers’, venders’ and ve¬ 
hicle licenses, are strictly enforced. The 
said General Ordinance Officer and each 
of the Ordinance Officers shall give bond 
to the city of Pittsburgh in the sum of 
five thousand dollars. The said General 
Ordinance Officer and the Ordinance Of* 
ficcrs shall at all times be subject to 
such rules and regulations as may be 
prescribed by the City Recorder. The 
said General Ordinance Officer and the 
said Ordinance Officers shall receive such 
’ compensation as is now or may here¬ 
after be fixed by ordinance. 

CITY CLERKS. 

Section 36. The City Clerk and Assist¬ 
ant City Clerk shall be elected as here¬ 
tofore, and the City Clerk shall be In 
charge of and be responsible for the due. 
proper and faithful performance of all of 
the matters and things to be done and 
performed in the office of the City Clerk. 
The City Clerk shall have charge of the 
City Clerk’s office, and all matters per¬ 
taining thereto, and in . his absence the 
Assistant City Clerk shall have charge 
of said office. In the said office of City 
Clerk there shall be performed such du¬ 
ties as are now assigned to it by law, 


and any and all such other duties as 
Councils may from time to time desig¬ 
nate. The said City Clerk and the As¬ 
sistant City Clerk, and all of the appoint- 
tees and employes in the office of City 
Clerk shall receive such compensation as 
ia now or may hereafter be fixed by or¬ 
dinance. 

COMMITTEES. 

Section 37. That It shall be and Is 
hereby made the duty of the Presidents 
of the Select and Common Councils, upon 
the enactment of this ordinance, and at 
or before the first regular meeting of 
Councils after the organization thereof 
in each and every second year hereafter, 
to appoint from the members of saJd 
Councils the following Joint standing 
committees, viz: 

A Committee on Finance. 

A Committee on Public Works. 

A Committee on Public Safety. 

A Committee on Charities and Correc¬ 
tion. 

A Committee on Filtration. 

A Committee on Corporations. 

A Committee on Surveys. 

A Committee on Health and Sanitation. 

A Committee on Parks. 

A Committee on Bridges; and 

A Committee on Libraries. 

The President of Select and Common 
Councils shall be members of all Joint 
standing committees, and In addition 
thereto, all said committees shall con¬ 
sist of twelve members of the Common 
Council and nine members of the Select 
Council, except the Committee on Fi¬ 
nance, which. In addition to the Presi¬ 
dents of Councils, shall have nine mem¬ 
bers of the Common Council and six 
members of the Select Council; the Com¬ 
mittee on Surveys, which, in addition to 
thr presidents of Councils, shall have 
fifteen members of the Common Council 
and twelve members of the Select Conn¬ 
ell; and the Committee on Libraries, 
which, in addition to the presidents or 
Councils, shall ha\'<* three members of 
th > Common .ouncll and two members 
of the Select Council. 

| The Committee on Finance shall have 
j charge of and Jurisdiction over all or¬ 
dinances, resolutions, bills, papers and 
f all matters relating to the finances, tax- 
\ ation and indebtedness of the city, and 
j the appropriation of moneys, or the pay- 
! ment of moneys not provided for by pre- 
| vious authority of law; the exoneration, 
j release or satisfaction of any claims held 
; by the city; the creation of offices or 
[ positions of any kind; the regulation of 
I salaries, fixing the number and pay of 
employes; the care and control of the 
public funds and all other legal and fi¬ 
nancial business of the city government, 
and such other business as may be re¬ 
ferred to it by pither branch of the City 
Councils: provided, however, that where 
money has been specifically appropriated 
by the City Councils for any of the pur¬ 
poses of the departments of the city gov¬ 
ernment: that thereafter any matter re- 
i latlng thereto shall be referred to the 
» Committee of the proper department, 
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and the said committee shall then have 
complete charge and jurisdiction thereof. 

The Committee on Public Works shall 
have charge of and jurisdiction over all 
ordinances, resolutions, bills or papers 
pertaining to the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works, which either branch of Coun¬ 
cils may direct. The Committee on Pub 
He Works shall be divided into three (3) 
sub-committees, as follows: Water, 

Highways and Sewers, and Property. 

The Committee on Public Safety shall 
have charge of and jurisdiction over all 
matters of every kind and character per¬ 
taining to the business of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety, including all mat¬ 
ters relating to public affairs, to fire, to 
city telegraphs, the inspection of build¬ 
ings, fire escapes, and all such other 
matters pertaining to the Department of 
Public Safety, as either branch of the 
City Councils may direct. 

The Committee on Charities and Cor¬ 
rection shull have charge of and jurisdic¬ 
tion over all ordinances, resolutions, bills 
or papers affecting or pertaining to the 
Department of Charities tnd Correction. 

The Committee on Filtr iticn shall have 
charge of and jurisdiction over all ordi- 
rances, resolutions plana end specifica¬ 
tion..* telaiing to the erection and con- 
t truetion of the filtration plant for tne 
city of Pittsburgh. 

The Committee on Corporations shall 
have charge of and jurisdiction over all 
ordinances, resolutions, bills and papers 
relating to the grant of franchises, 
rights and privileges to corporations, 
firms or individuals, and the exercise of 
same by such corporations, firms or in¬ 
dividuals. 

The Committee on Surveys sail have 
charge of and jurisdiction over all or¬ 
dinances', resolutions.and bills pertaining 
to the laying out, establishing the grade 
and vacating of public highways of the 
city. 

The Committee on Health and Sanita¬ 
tion shall have charge of and jurisdiction 
over all ordinances, resolutions, bills and 
papers relating to the public health, the 
inspection of gas fitting, plumbing and 
house drainage, and the maintenance and 
improvement of hygenic conditions in 
the city. 

The Committee on Parks shall have 
charge of and jurisdiction over all ordi¬ 
nances, resolutions and bills pertaining 
to the public parks. 

The Committee on Bridges shall have 
charge of and jurisdiction over all or¬ 
dinances, resolutions and bills pertaining 
to the public bridges. 

The Committee on Libraries shall have 
charge of and jurisdiction over all ordi¬ 
nances, resolutions and bills pertaining 
to the public libraries. The members 
thereof shall be members of the Board 
of Trustees of the Carnegie Library, in 
accordance with the terms of the deed 
of trust of Andrew Carnegie. 

The chairman of the above named com¬ 
mittees shall be ex-officio members of all 
the sub-committees appointed by them. 

A majority of the members of the Com¬ 
mittees on Finance* Public Works, Pub¬ 


lic Safety, Charities and Correction, Fil¬ 
tration, Corporations, Health and Sani¬ 
tation, Parks, Bridges and Libraries, and 
cne-third of the members of the Commit¬ 
tee on Surveys, shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business by the 
several committees respectively. 

The chairman of the Committees on Fi¬ 
nance, Public Works, Surveys, Parks and 
Bridges shall be members of the Com¬ 
mon Council, and the chairman of the 
Committees on Public Safety, Charities 
and Correction, Filtration,. Corporations, 
Health and Sanitation and Libraries 
shall be members of the Select Council. 

All bills, ordinances, resolutions and 
orders shall be reported by the chairman 
of the committee to which the same 
have been referred, to the Council of 
which said chairman is a member. All 
reports shall be signed by the chairman 
and attested by the clerk. 

GENERAL PROVISIONS. 

Section 38. Each head or director of 
each of the aforesaid departments of the 
city of Pittsburgh Shall have been a 
citizen and inhabitant of the city of 
Pittsburgh, and State of Pennsylvania 
for five (5) years next before his ap¬ 
pointment or election as director, and 
each director shall reside in the city of 
Pittsburgh during the term for which 
he shall have been elected or appointed, 
and he shall take and subscribe to the 
oath prescribed by Article VII of the 
Constitution of this State, which oath 
shall be administered by and filed with 
the City Recorder. 

The bonds required to be given by such 
heads or directors of said departments, 
shall be approved in the mode required 
by law, to wit: by the City Recorder and 
the City Controller, and shall be deposit¬ 
ed with and kept in the custody of the 
City Recorder, and said bonds may be 
examined and revised annually by the 
City Recorder, and* if required, new 
bonds shall be given. 

Section 39. The City Recorder may 
sign all warrants and all other official 
papers and documents (except ordinances 
and resolutions of Councils), with a 
stamp to be adopted by him, and which 
shall be a fac simile of his signature, 
and said warrants and all other official 
papers and documents when signed with 
said stamp and attested as hereinafter 
set forth, shall be accepted by the City 
Controller and the City Treasurer and 
all other persons, and acted upon the 
same as if signed by the said City Re¬ 
corder with ink in his own proper hand¬ 
writing as heretofore. Provided, that he, 
the said City Recorder shall personally 
affix his said signature by and with said 
stamp to any and all of said warrants 
and official papers and documents he 
signs by and with said stamp as afore¬ 
said; and provided further, that said 
signature shall not be valid or accepted 
as aforesaid, unless the same be attested 
in ink by the written signature of the 
City Recorder's Chief Clerk or Assistant 
Clerk in his own proper handwriting. 

Section 40. Suitable and proper books 
of account shall be kept by all of said 
departments, wherein shall appear a full 
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and clear statement of the condition of 
public business, showing an account of 
all money received or expended, and gen¬ 
erally all matters or things in which the 
public may be interested. The City Con¬ 
troller shall have and is hereby given 
authority to prescribe from time to time 
the mode in which all public accounts 
shall be kept. 

Section 41. The City Recorder and the 
directors of the several departments shall 
each have and are hereby given the right 
and authority to demand a bond from the 
head of each of the various bureaus and 
their subordinates, in such sum as such 
City Recorder or such director shall de¬ 
termine,- conditioned for the faithful per¬ 
formance of the duties and obligations 
imposed from time to time upon such 
heads of bureaus and subordinates. 

Section 42. Ail heads of bureaus, em¬ 
ployes and clerks of said city, shall be 
citizens of the United States, and shall 
be residents in and inhabitants of the 
city of Pittsburgh, and shall reside there¬ 
in during their term of service and em¬ 
ployment, and shall have resided in said 
city at least six months prior to such ap¬ 
pointment. [Provided, however, that if 
the City Recorder and the several direc¬ 
tors of departments shall be unable to 
obtain sufficient or satisfactory experts 
or bureau officials, then and in that case 
they shall have the right to employ ex¬ 
perts or bureau officials residing outside 
of the city of Pittsburgh]. 


BONDS. 

Section 43. The bond to be given by 
the City Recorder to the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh shall be in the sum of twenty-five 
thousand dollars ($25,000.00). 

The bond to be given by the City Con¬ 
troller to the city of Pittsburgh shall be 
in the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,- 
000 . 00 ). 

The bond to be given by the City 
Treasurer to the city of Pittsburgh shall 
be in the sum of one hundred thousand 
dollars ($100,000.00). 

The bond to be given by the Collector 
of Delinquent Taxes to the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh shall be in the sum of one hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars ($100,000.00). 

The bond to be given by the Director of 
the Department of Public Safety to the 
city of Pittsburgh shall be in the sum of 
fifty thousand dollars ($50,600.00). 

The bond to be given by the Director 
of the Department of Public Works to 
the city of Pittsburgh shall be in the 
sum of fifty thousand dollars($50,000.00). 

The bond to be given by the Director of 
the Department of Charities and Cor¬ 
rection to the city of Pittsburgh shall be 
in the sum of fifty thousand dollars ($60 r - 
000 . 00 ). 

The bond to be given by the City So¬ 
licitor to the city of Pittsburgh shall 
be in the sum of ten thousand dollars 
($ 10 , 000 . 00 ). 

The bond to be given by the First as¬ 
sistant City Solicitor to the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh shall be in the sum of ten thou¬ 
sand dollars ($10,000.00). 


The bond to be given by each superin¬ 
tendent of a bureau to the city of Pitts¬ 
burg shall be in the sum of five thousand 
dollars ($5,000.00). 

The bond to be given by the Wharf- 
master to the city of Pittsburgh shall be 
in the sum of five thousand dollars 
($5,000.00). 

The bond to be given by the Dockmas- 
ter to the city of Pittsburgh shall he in 
the sum of five thousand dollars 
($5,000.00). 

The bond to be given by each Police 
Magistrate to the city of Pittsburgh 
shall be In the sum of five thousand dol¬ 
lars ($5,000.00). 

The bond to be given by the Ordinance 
Officers to the city of Pittsburgh shall 
be In the sum of five thousand dollars 
($5,000.00). 

The bond to be given by each Assessor 
to the city of Pittsburgh shall be In the 
sum of five thousand ($5,000.00). 

The bond to be given by each member 
of the Sinking Fund Commission to the 
city of Pittsburgh shall be In the sum of 
one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000.00). 

AH of said officials before entering up¬ 
on the discharge of any of the duties of 
their said offices shall give and have ap¬ 
proved, according to law, bonds In the 
above mentioned amounts, conditioned 
for the faithful discharge of the duties 
of their several offices. 

Section 44. At the expiration of the 
present contracts, and every three years 
thereafter, the City Recorder shall con¬ 
tract, for a term of three years, with not 
less than three, nor more than five, dally 
newspapers, one of which shall be a 
dally newspaper printed In the German • 
language, published within the county 
of Allegheny, for the publication of all 
official advertising, the cost of which Is 
payable out of the municipal treasury, 
in accordance with such laws upon the 
subject as are now or may hereafter be 
passed. 

Section 45. The City Recorder shall be 
and is hereby authorised and empowered 
to rent any room or rooms, building or 
buildings, or lot or lots of ground, that 
he shall deem necessary for the proper 
transaction of the city business; provld- 
j e<i, however, that before any such lease 
I shall be come effective. It shall be re¬ 
ported to and approved by both branches 
f of the City Councils. 

Section 45. The City Recorder and the 
Directors of the several departments of 
the city government shAll be and are 
hereby empowered to pay or allow the 
fare of any of their employes whenever 
it shall be deemed by them necessary so 
to do, in and for the transaction of the 
business of the city (except fare to and 
from their places of residence), and the 
j money so expended shall be repaid by 
' warrant on the City Treasurer, issued 
I as other warrants are now by law Is¬ 
sued. and shall be chargeable to the Ap¬ 
propriation made to the department for 
which the same shnll have been expend¬ 
ed, and an Itemised account shall be 
made certified by the Director of the de¬ 
partment or superintendent of the proper 
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bureau, and sworn to before the City 
Controller, before any warrant for the 
payment of the same shall be issued. 

Section 47. The Directors of the sever¬ 
al department shall be and they are 
hereby authorized and empowered, when 
any engine, mechanical apparatus or 
electrical device, wagons, or police or fire 
apparatus, shall become damaged or in 
need of repair, and the same is a case 
of emergency, to have the same repaired 
in a competent manner in any competent 
repair shop, subject to the approval and 
inspection of the superintendent or chief 
of the proper bureau; and the City Con¬ 
troller shall be and is hereby authorized 
upon proper certificate and payroll, with 
the affidavit of the proper Director as 
to the reasonableness of the price, and a 
statement of the facts necessary to 
bring it within this section, to issue in 
payment thereof a warrant upon the 
City Treasurer. 

Section 48. The Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety is hereby author¬ 
ized to defray the necessary traveling 
and other reasonable expenses incurred 
by any officer of the police or detective 
force, or other person, whom he may 
order to pursue or recover any criminal 
who is charged with having committed 
murder, arson, rape, burglary, robbery, 
larceny, or felonious shooting, within the 
limits of the city of Pittsburgh, and the 
money so expended by the said Director 
shall be repaid by warrant upon the City 
Treasurer, issued by the City Recorder 
as other warrants are now by law is¬ 
sued, upon affidavit of the said Direc¬ 
tor, setting forth the facts necessary to 
bring the matter within the purview of 
this section; provided, that no other ex- 
* pcnses shall be allowed than the neces¬ 
sary fares of the officers and prisoner, 
and not to exceed two dollars and fifty 
cents ($2.50) per day per person for 
boarding, and an itemized account made 
sworn to by tne Director before the Con¬ 
troller, prior to the issuing of a warrant 
for said payment. 

Section. 49. All estimates and all bills 
and claims for work and labor done or 
materials furnished for the use of any 
department of the city government, and 
all salaries of heads of departments and 
bureaus, and clerks, officers and em¬ 
ployes, shall be paid only on payrolls 
certified on oath by the director of the 
department for which the same,shall be 
furnished or performed, before the City 
Controller. 

Section 50. All ordinances of the city 
of Pittsburgh shall continue to apply to 
the city of Pittsburgh, and are expressly 
declared to be in full force in every par¬ 
ticular, except in so far as such ordi¬ 
nances are supplied by or are in conflict 
with this ordinance. 

Sec. 51, That any ordinance or part of ordi¬ 
nance, conflicting with 1 lie provisions of th s 
ordinance tie amt the same is hereby repealed 
so far as the same affects this ordinance.

AN ORDINANCE— Establishing the 
grade of Hastings street (formerly 
Juniata street), from the intersection of 
Juniata street with Hastings street to 
Fifth avenue. 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by 
the City of Pittsburgh in Select and Common 
Councils assembled, and it is hereby ordained 
and enacted by the authority of (hr same, That 
the grade of the east and west curbs of 
Hastings street (formerly Juniata street) 
from the intersection of Juniata street 
with Hastings street to Fifth avenue, be 
and the same are hereby established as 
follows, to wit: 

The grade of the east curb shall begin 
at the intersection of the south curb of 
Hastings street as located westwardly 
from the intersection of Hastings street 
with Juniata street at an elevation of 
290.03 feet; mence falling at the rate of 
1.9837 feet per 100.00 feet for a distance 
of 591.725 feet to the north curb of Tus- 
jbarora street to an elevation of 278.89 
feet; thence falling at the rate of 3.8965 
feet per 1D0.00 feet for a distance of 
232.00 feet to the south curb of Fifth 
avenue at an elevation of 245.67 feet. 

That the grade of the west curb shall

Bail ordained and enacted by 
Vie City of Pittsburgh in Select and (bnouoa 
Councils assembled and it is hereby ordained 
and enacted by the authority of the same , That 
the costs of the contract or contracts fo,r 
the erection and completion of an engine 
house in the Thirty-second Ward of the 
City of Pittsburgh, under and by virtue of 
an ordinance entitled, “An Ordinance pro¬ 
viding for the letting of a contract or 
contiacts for the erection and comple¬ 
tion of an engine house in the Thirty- 
second Ward of the Citv of Pittsburgh, 
for the uses and purposes of the Bureau 
ot Fire,” approved October 16th, A, D.
